GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

Fdlow Citizens of the Senate, 

( and House of Representatives : 

Tfaie sessioss of tbe LegiaUtaore are limited in e&et, bj tiie Ooi* 
sdtntioB, to a period of forty days, once in two years. 

A oonsiderable portion of the time of your last session was nec- 
essarily devoted to a disposition of the grants of land made by Coit* 
giess to aid in the oonstoction of Rail Roacb, and there was scarce- 
ly time left to. perfect other measures of legislation that were iiidift- 
pensable. 

It would have been much more in consonance with my feelings, 
if tbe expense wlHoh must necessarily be incurred by an Extra Ses- 
sion could have been avoided, but it has seemed to me thatpob- 
lie interests of great magnitude imporativelyrequire it. 

One of the most important measures of the last sesmim, that of 
re-districting the State, fer the Circuit Courts, was passed by the 
House of Representatives but was not reached in the Senate for the 
want of time — and ccmsequently in the counties of Gratiot, Hasou, 
Mvnistee, li&mtou, Emmett, Oceana, and seyeral other un^rganis^ 
oounties, no provision was made for holding Courts. Civil contraeti 
for tho payment of debts cannot be enfi»roed, nor is there any fao^ 
by whidi tibe guilty liolatoiff of Ae kw can be brought to juatMSk 
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The imminent peril in which a large portion of our constituents are 
thus placed, would of itself he a justification for calling you together ; 
and I trust that your immediate action will provide for their necegsities. 
The amount of lahor and travel imposed upon the Judges, under the 
present arrangement of Circuits, is very unequaWand it is submitted 
to your judgment, whether the present Judicial Districts can be so 
modified and arranged as to equalize the duties and labors of the 
Jndges, and include the whole State within the eight Judicial Cir- 
euits. Or if this cannot be done, whether a new Circuit ought to 
l^ created. 

I invite your attention to the Report of the Commissioner of the 
Land Office, and especially to that part in which he has as- signed his 
reasons for withholding the Swamp Lands granted to the State by 
Congress from sale, under the Act of 14th of Febuary last. The 
Aird section of the Act, required the Commissioner to advertise in 
every county in the State, in which a newspaper is published, all the 
lands offered for sale by their legal sub-divisions. This was un* 
doubtedly an oversight of the Legislature, for after a careful compu- 
tation by the Commissioner, he ascertained, that the expense of ad- 
vertising would exceed by far the cash receipts hr the land. 

I feel confident, therefore, that you will concur with me in the 
opinion, that the Commissioner assumed a proper responsibility in 
withholding the lands from sale. My opinions of the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the Legislature in assuming and controlling this grant 
<^ lands by Congress, are fully expressed in my messages of 1855, and 
1857, to which I respectfully ask your attention. 

The great object of the grant was to secure the drainage, culti- 
Tilion and occupancy of a large quantity of land which found no 
purchaser fron^ the General Government. 

Our experience in the disposal of lands granted by Congress for 
imtemal improvement, should warn us that it is not the true policy of 
ibe State, in assuming the control of this grant, U> create offices^ and 
employ engineers and laborers for the purpose of draining* the lands, 
era ftind, out 'of the proceeds cf their sale, to be expended under the 
direction of the State, in their drainage ; but rather to dlspoae of 
them in all the districts where there are settlements, at such a low 
price aa would justify the purchaser In making the necessary piovisieii 
tat their drainage and improvement. 
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If in 80 dijqpiOffiDg of tftem we shall ccmfioe tfieir salt to aeinal 0«t- 
tiers, we shall have a guarantee that the purchaser would be promplid 
by self interest to make such improvements as would render his lands 
productive and valuable. The depression in the price of IaDd, and all 
ether articles, <»used by the great reduction in the amowat of Bank 
oinmlation, upon which we are unfortunately compelled to rely mainlj 
for currency, renders it improbaUe that any considerable quantity of 
lands would bring the minimum price established by law of five dollars 
per acre. I therefore respectfully reconmaend such a modification of 
die Act, as will reduce the minimum to one dollar or one dollar twenty 
five cents per acre, and that the expense such advertising and selling 
be reduced to the lowest practicable amount, with such other modifica- 
tions as your wisdom shall suggest. 

My opinions are unchanged, that the -net proceeds of these lands, af- 
ter the payment of our public debt, should be sacredly devoted to an 
educational fund, and I submit to your judgment whether the Agricul- 
tural College, now in successful operation, should not have some en- 
dowment to secure its permancy and usefulness. 

The financial embarrassment and distress which has overspread the 
country, and which has so sensibly affected the receipts into the National 
Treasury, has also seriously diminished the revenues upon which re- 
liance had been placed to replenish the State Treasury. The State 
levied a direct tax in 1856 of about sixty-five thousand dollars, and in 
1857 of about eighty thousand dollars. This tax is levied and col- 
lected in the several counties at the same time that the township and 
county tax is collected, and the county Treasurers are re<)uired to 
make their returns and settle with the Auditor General and State 
Treasurer. A much larger proportion of tax than is generally sup- 
posed is levied upon unimproved and non-resident lands. The County 
Treasurers, therefore, instead of paying the moneys collected into the 
State Treasury, return to the Auditor General, for the State tax, the 
delinquent tax on the non-resident lands, which in a majority of the 
counties is fuUy equal or more than sufficient to pay their proportion of 
State tax It will thus be perceived that very little money comes di- 
rectly into the State Treasury. If the taxes on these non-re»dent 
lands are not paid, they are returned to the several counties to be S(4d, 
and if not redeemed by the owner within one year after being sold, 
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ttey bdo<»iie fcfffciied to the pardMuwr ; or If no purdiMerisibmid, tbey 
tre flxrftited to the Slate. 

The amoant of lands rehinied and foHUted to the State has been 
grea% enhanced the present ycar» not only on aceonnt of the great 
floaroity of money, but becanse an impression has been indnstrionsly 
dreolated diat the titles to the lands sold for taxes were invalid ; that 
tiie State did not mean to preserve her faith with the purchasers; and 
that by some technical quibble, the original owners could dispossess 
the purchasers, and avoid the payment of a tax altogether. 

Snoh an opinion, if well founded, beaides its manifest injustice, would 
deprive us of one of the principal sources of State revenue. Very 
oonnderable receipts were also anticipated, when you were last in ses- 
sion, from the sale of Swamp Lands, which has been entirely cut oflT 
by the judicious action of the Commissioner, in withholding the, lands 
from sale, to which I have referred. 

Through the operation of these causes, unforeseen and temporary 
in their character and duration, you will perceive by reference to the- 
Beport of the State Treasurer, that he will be unable to redeem the 
two hundred and sixteen thousand dollars of our bonds that fall due 
on or before the first of January next, and meet the appropriations for 
our various State Institutions, and for the current State expenses, which 
were made at your last session. 

In this exigency, it devolves upon you, as the Representatives of the* 
people, to determinefthe proper course to be pursued. 

The resources of our State, are undiminished — the specific tax upon 
railroads is more than sufficient to pay the entire interest upon our 
ftmded debt, which is very small, amounting to only two million two 
hundred and sixty-nine thousand four hundred and sixty seven dollars. 
We have about six million acres of Swamp Land, a large portion of 
which is valuable. 

We have an industrious, enterprising and productive population^ 
who, notwithstanding they feel the effects of the commercial revulsion 
which is spreading over the civilized world, are curtailing their expen- 
ses, practising the most rigid economy, and by their unflagging labors, 
in our rich mines— in our vast forests-^in our productive fisheries— and 
in the cultivation of our exuberant soil, are annually adding nallion» 
to the wealth of the State. 
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Ga& we abandon or difloOBtinue any of onr l^sle Intftntionfl^ 
Tbom of learning, aU of mbiA are in a fl&nriahingeondiiion ? or ihe 
Stale Prison, or tiie House of Gorreolion? Are we not too eloTated; 
in the seale of d^Bisation and Christian refinement to relitoquisk 
the Asylums to the Deaf, Bnmb and Bfind, and the Insane T Can 
we reject the appeals to onr humanity and beneTcdenoe, from theie 
nnfortnnate classes in every county in the State, to provide for thehr 
care and education? I think I hazard little in asserting, that if 
an appeal were made directly to the people, their awakened spirit 
of beneficence would not rest s&tisfied while these su ff e r ers a re left un- 
cared ibr. 

The State tax fbr the last tiiree years has been exceedingly light, 
not exceeding one-half of a mill on the dollar, on the valuation of lb 
property — ^while the average State tax from the years eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty eight to eighteen hundred and fifty, averaged about 
three mills on the dollar. In the State of Ohio, the State tax fbr a 
number of years, averaged over five mills on the dollar of valuation-^ 
and yet during the present derangement, in currency and busineas, it 
might seem burdensome and inexpedient, to increase the rate of' 
taxation. This necessity can undoubtedly be avoided, by authorizing 
a temporary loan of fifty thousand dollars, to meet the deficit in Uie 
State tax of this year, to which amount we are so properly limited by 
Ihe Constitution, and also if found necessary by the issue and sale 
of stocks, sufficient to redeem tibose previously issued, and fallmg due 
the present year. 

I invite your particular attention to the Report of the State Treas- 
mrer, which states with great exactness, and particularity the diminution 
in the receipts as compared with previous years. It will also be per- 
ceived that he has paid $147,085 84 of the public debt, during the 
three years of his administration. 

The people are interested in knowing that a rigid economy is ob 
served in the appropriation and expenditure of money by their Repr- 
sentatives and Agents, and I take this occasion to say that, where 
money has been expended through agents of my appointment, and under 
my supervision, it has been done with a fidelity to the public interests 
worthy of praise. No money has been expended for the accomplish- 
ment of personal or partizan ends, and the Treasury has been well, 
guarded against the assaults of fraudulent claimants. 
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In my mosaage of Janaary la«t, I htd the honor of oaUiog your 
atleaUon to the oondition of thoso of our citizens who had emigrated to 
Kansas, for the purpose of finding a home, and of ooH>perating with the 
friends of freedom in prohibiting the intzoduotion and establishment 
of human Skvery in that great Territory — they had, fcr neady two 
years, been exposed to the persecution and violence of. an inforiated 
ruffian mob, who, instigated by the slave power of the country, crossed 
into Kansas from the State of Missouri, and drove them from their 
homes — burned their houses — plundered their efiects — destroyed their 
printing presses, and murdered many of the people. Others were aeiaed 
and arraigned before the Courts of the Territory, and subjected to 
chains and imprisonment, under the pretence that for seeking peaceably 
to establish free institutions, they were guilty of treason against the 
Constitution and government of the United States. During this long 
and unequal struggle, the United States Government, to whom the 
people had a right to look, as their natural and Constitutional guard- 
ian, with a full knowledge of the facts, made public by an official 
investigation of Congress, shamelessly lent its aid and sympathy to the 
oppressors. 

It is no matter of wonder that the barbarities practiced there, and the 
culpable conduct of the Government should have excited the indignant 
&eling of the people in the States, free and throughout Christendom, 
and voluntary contributions to a very large amount were freely 
made and forwarded to sustain those who had thus been reduced by 
cruel treatment to want and starvation. 

Partaking in the general sympathy, and anxious that the archives of 
the State should contain the earnest and solemn protest of the people 
against the repeal of the Missouri Compromise, and the subsequent acts 
by which Slavery was sought to be introduced into Kansas, the Legis- 
lature appropriated "ten thousand dollars for the aid and relief of emi- 
grants from the State of Michigan to the Territory, to be drawn for 
that purpose, at the discretion of the Governor." After becoming sat- 
isfied of the necessities of the people by an extensive correspondence^ 
and having received the offer of the National £[ansas Committee, to dis- 
burse the money under my direction, without expense to the State— 
I transmitted to the Secretary of that Committee, one thousand dol- 
lars, to be expended exclusively in the purchase of seeds, to be dis- 
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tributed among the necsssitoas Michigan emigrants. I hav*e received 
from Mr. H. B. Hurd, the Secretary of the Committee, at Chicago, hia 
report, attached to which is the report of Mr. E. B. Whitman, sub- 
agent in Kansas, with vouchers for the distribution "of the seeds, which 
satisfy me that the expenditure was justly and properly made. I have 
also received numerous letters from Michigan emigrants, and others, 
expressing their joy and thankfulness at the great relief thus afforded. 

The atrocious attempt to extend and perpetuate Slavery in Kansas, 
through the influence and agency of the Government of this Union, 
which was founded '' to es tablish justice, and secure the blessings of 
liberty *' — will constitute one of the darkest chapters in our history, 
and has only been thwarted by the zealous efforts and sacrifices of the 
people in the free States, in which oar own has borne an honorable 
and conspicuous part. 

. Avery serious breach in the St.' Marie's Ship Canal the last Sum- 
mer, has rendered that great work a source of anxiety to the State 
authorities, in whose care it is intrusted. It was probably saved from 
destruction by the timely intervention and aid of United States ofSicerB 
and men, who happened to be there. I have requested Mr. Burt, the 
late Superintendent of the Canal, and an Engineer of experience, to 
make a re- port of its present condition, with the hope that Congress, 
at its present session, will see the necessity of an appropriation to 
make it secure and permanent. The vast interest concerned in the 
navigation of the Upper Lakes which is rapidly increasing every year, 
renders it highly important that this great National work should be 
placed as far as possible beyondthe hazard of destruction. lam assur- 
ed that our members of Congress will remit no effort for its aecompliah- 
ment 

I have received a communication from the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, asking for certain modifications in the Statutes, made necessary 
by the establishment of that tribunal, which is herewith transmitted. 

With the confident hope that your deliberations will result in the 
adoption of wise and judicious measures let us invoke the aid of that 
good Providence which has guided us hitherto, in our endeavoni to 
advance the welfare, prosperity and honor of the State.

Sib: — ^In obedience to the proyisioDs of the statutes, I have the 

honor to present to you mj Annual Report for the fiscal year ending 

ihe 30th of November last 

The receipts of the Treasury from all sources, during 

the fiscal year, amount to 1450,653 85 

There was in the Treasury at the close of the next pre- 
ceding fiscal year, as shown by my former report, 887,068 04 

Makittg the available funds for the last fiical year, $838,621 69 
The expenditarea duiing the same period were, 670,979 19 

Leavbg a balance in the State Treasury at the close of 

the fiscal year, ending Nov. ao, 1857, of $158,642 70 

The part paid five million loan bonds have been so far adjusted as to 
make the annual interest thereon amount to the sum of $103,121 10, 
which sum is an annual charge upon the Treasury. 

1 
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I refer you to the tables annexed to this Report, for information 
touching the subject mentioned in the caption of each table. 

By reference to the tables containing the estimated receipts and ex- 
penditures for the current fiscal year, it will be saen that at its close, 
there will, without further provisions of law, be an inadequacy of avail- 
able means to meet all ihe pecuniary engagements of the State. 

In my annual report to you, dated December lOtb, 1855, 1 remarked 
that '^ the large surplus in the Treasury, with the income from specific 
taxes, and the sale of the State Lands, it is believed will be found suffi* 
cient to defray the ordinary expenses of the government, and meet 
promptly the interest on the public debt, and so much of the principal 
as matures previous to I860.'' 

Of course, no disbursements but for the ordinary expense of carrying 
on the State government, the payment of such portions of the principal 
of the public debt as were to fall due, and the current interest on the trust 
funds, and other indebtedness of the State, were contemplated ; nor waa 
it anticipated either that the State lands would prove to be so unpro- 
ductive a source of revenue as is found to be the case ; nor that large 
appropriations would be made for other though necessary objects, with- 
out at the same time providing the means to meet them. 

Doubtless, the prospective insufficiency of the public revennes which 
I have mentioned, was in a degree realized by the Legislature, who, at 
their last session passed an act, one object of which was to provide ad- 
ditional means from the proceeds of the swamp lands. But owing to 
the construction which the Commissioner of the State Land Office felt 
it his duty to put upon the act, and to the high minimum price fixed 
upon those lands, this source of relief has entirely failed. 

It is one of the practical maxims of political economy, that where a 
new or extraordinary appropriation of money is made, efficient provis- 
ion should be made for raising the funds. A eoniae of policy that sep- 
arates the two^ must inevitably lead to embarrassment and disasten 
The maxim is as applicable to public as to private affairs, and should be 
rigidly observed by every man, whether acting for himself or the pub- 
lic The necessity of applying it in our own case, is made evident 
enough, by an inspection of the statutes making appropriations, the in- 
adequate and deficient provisions of law for the collection of specific 
and other taxes, and the rate of taxation at present in force. And the 
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oontitBtaon itself iospreaeeB the ause leasoD, whea it declares Uwt ^* the 
Legislature shall provide for an annual tax, sufficient, with other leaour- 
eesy to pay the estimated expense of die State QoTernment, the interest 
of the State debt, and such other deficiencies as may occur in the re- 
sources." 

Many of the corporations of the State, owing to the want of suitable 
proYisions, suitably expressed in their charters, fail to make payment of 
the specific taxes chained to them ; and considering the importance of 
this branch of revenue, and the ordinary embarrassments, delays and 
fiulures in its collection, I deem it a duty to call your attention to the 
pressing need there is of additional legislation on the subject. 

More stringent and practical provisions ought also to be enacted fdr 
the collection of the specific taxes due from brokers and exchange deal- 
ers. The statute at present in force on this subject, is so loose, and the 
nmedy it provides so insufficient, that little or nothing is realised by 
the State from the spedfic taxes upon them ; and the plain object and 
intent of the provisions are almost universally evaded — ^greatly to the 
injury of the State. 

And if the Legislature intended the appropriations of the hist session 
upon the Asylums, the Agricultural College, House of Correction for 
Juvenile Offendeis, and University, as examples for the future, it is evi- 
dent that to meet them, and at the same time to discharge the bonded 
debt of the State as it shall fall due, the rate of taxation upon the as- 
aessed yalae of property, must be increased. 

Although it is probable that relying upon other sources of iacoms^ 
and especially the sales of swamp lands, the Legislature did not fesi 
the necessity of increasbg the present rate of taxation, yet it must 
be admitted that if, in making the late appropriations^ they had in* 
creased the rate of taxation so as to have raised the necessary amount 
leaving untouched the means on hand for the payment of the pubfie 
debt and interest, the present condition of our finances would have been 
leas embarrassing. Compared with the rate of former years, the pres- 
ent one would seem to be far from burdensome; for during the period 
of thhrteen years, from 1388 to 1850 inclusive, the average yearly rate 
of taxation on the taxable property of the State, was three mills to the 
doOar; under which an average annual revenue of 85,400 dollars for 
the same period was raised; while under existing laws, the rate is one

ANNUAL REPORT of the State Treasurer. 

Lansiitq, November 30, 1857. 

To Ms JSxceUinet/, E^inslxt S. Bikghah, Oovemor of the State of 
Miekiffan. 

In obedience to the requirements of law, I have the honor to submit 
to you my Annual Report^ showing the condition of the finances of 
the State at the cloee of the present fiscal year. 

Accompanying this Eeport, will be found the Ledger Balances, and 
the table of accouhts of the several trust funds. 

The Bepoft will also contain a tabular statement of the receipts and 
disbursements for the years 1855, 1856 and 1857, as well as an esti- 
mate of the probaUe receipts and disbursements for the ensuing fiscal 
year. I have deemed it proper to make these tables in order that you 
may folly understand the present condition of the finances of the State, 
and the probable demands upon the Treasury for the ensuing year.

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This table, it will be observed, commences with the balance in the 
treasury at the close of the fiscal year of 1854. The amount on hand 
at that time, as shown by the Report of my predecessor, was $553,004,- 
08. It is proper for me to observe in this relation, that the administra- 
tion with which he was connected did not close its official functions 
until the 31st of December, one month after his Report was made; the 
disbursements from the Treasury during this period, amounted in the 
aggregate to the sum of $83,962 71, leaving actually in the Treasury 
at the close of his official term, the sum of $469,041 37. 

I have been thus explicit in this matter, that erroneous impressions 
on this point may be corrected. 

You will observe by the inspeection of these tables, that the surplus 
funds have been reduced during these years as follows:

This has been caused by the disbanements above- mentioned— the 
payment of a large amount of State indebtedness — the increase of the 
payment of interest on State bonds, growing out of the adjustment of 
the ^ Five Million Loan'' — ^by the payment of appropriations made by 
ihe Legi^tures of 1866 and 1867, for the Deaf, Dumb and Blind, 
and Insane Asylums, House of Correction, Agricultural College, erec- 
tion of new buildings at State Prison, University, Normal School, the 
increased expenses of the State Prison, and the steady diminution of 
receipts for the same period, which will be found in ^he following table :

Being well satisfied that the varioas State Institutions, through their 
officers, would ask for the usual appropriation to enabiC them to com- 
plete and put the same in successful operation, I deemed it proper that 
these estimates in detail should be laid before the Legislature, in order 
that the proper Committeea^ in making their Reports relative to these 
appropriations, should fullj understand the condition of the Treasuiy, 
■ad the proepective demands npon it for the years mentioned, and in 
case appropriations were made, that the necessary means should be 
provided to meet the same. Appropriations were made for the Asy- 
lums, House of Correction, Agricultural College, State Prison, Univer- 
sity, Normal School, State Agricultural Society, and various other public 
objects, payable frdm the public Treasury on call during 1857 and 1858> 
amounting to over $825,000. To meet these appropriations, and the 
deficit in the Revenue before mentioned, the Legislature authorized the 
raising of a State tax for 1857 and 1858, equal to five-tenths of a mill 
on the taxable property of the State, as equalised by the State Board of 
Equalization in 1856. This tax would amount for these years to 
$137,000. The Legislature also provided by Act No. 106, authorizing 
the sale of the Swamp Lands, that seventy-five per cent of the princi- 
pal arising from the sale of these Lands, should be loaned to the State 
**and appropriated to the payment of the out$tandinff indebtednees 
of the State^ secured by its bonds or stocks^ in the order in which 
they shaUfdU due,'" 

It was supposed that these Lands would have been put into the 
market and offered for sale, as soon as the act should take efiect, and 
that the surplus funds of the Treasury wouM be greatly increased by 

the sale. 

The Commissioner of the Land Office, after a careful examination of 
the law, decided not to offer the Lands for sale in consequence d 
the imperfections of the act, and published his determination on the 
snbjeoi by an official circular, on the 5th of May last In consequence 
of the withdrawal of these lands from market, the revenue expected to 
have been received from such sale has been entirely cut off. It will 
therefore raadily be perceived that means from some source should be 
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provided to meet the aoeraing demands iipwt the Treasury for the en- 
siibg fisesi year.

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Leaving the sum of $278,542 28 to be provided for, to meet the 
actual and probable demands upon the Treasury. 

I desire to call your attention, especially at this time, to the fact that 
the General Fund account is largely overdrawn, and consequently is in 
debted to the several Trust Funds to the amount of $496,692 28 . 
Under the present condition of the finances, and as the semi-annual 
interest on the State debt falls due on the 1st of January, 1858, amout- 
ing to the sum of $64,682 01, the payment of which, and the regular 
disbursements in the mean, time, will reduce the surplus funds by the 
1st of January, 1858, to about $75,000; and as the expenses of the 
State Government must be sustained and met, I do not see how fur- 
ther payments of appropriations can be made. I shall, therefore, decline 
their further payment until provision is made to meet the same. 

I herewith submit the annual Reports of the Michigan Insurance 
Bank, Farmers' &; Mechanics' Bank, and Peninsular Bank.

AUOS BROWN, V8. THS BTATX OF MICHIGkAN. 

Lansing^ Feb, l2, A»D. 1857. 

The Board of State Auditors assembled. Present; Hon. John Mc- 
Einney, Secretary of State, and Hon. Silas M. Holmes, State Treasurer. 

The Board had under consideration the daim of Aoaos Brown against 
the State for damages sustained by said Brown on account of the con- 
struction of the Clinton & Kalamaseoo Canal across the west half of 
the north-west quarter of section fourteen, in town three north of range 
eleven east, situate in Oakland county, and also on account of tdke di- 
version of the water from Paint Creek, which emptied into tlie Clinton 
BiTer a short distance above where the said daimant had conttmcted a 
saw-mill, supplied by water from the said Clinton River. 

The Board, after haviqg examined the said daim and the evidence 
submitted by Mr. Hoyt, attorney and counsel for claimant, and faaving- 
beard his argument thereon, having also examined a deed of convey- 
ance, made by Walter Spfague (who was at the time of the buflding 
of said Canal the owner, of said land above described) for the granting 
of the right of way to the State to and across said land, which deed of 
conveyance is now on file in the ofBce of the Secretary of State, and hav- 
ing also examined other testimony in regard to the diversion of the water 
of Paint Creek, and of the probable damage sustained by said Brown, 
or any other person or persons, who might have been interested in said 
mill on Clinton River, on account of the diversion of the water of said 
Paint Creek, and after listening to counsel and argument by Hon. J. M.

1. That the said Brown is not entitled to any damages on aooottnt]of 
the said Canal crossing the above described land, for the reason that^e 
was not at that time the owner thereof, |[and that the person who then 
held the fee of said land, vis., Walter Sprague, did^oonvey to the State 
the right to cross said land for a consideration, which|right[the State 
still holds. 

2. The said Brown is not entitled [to damages on account of the 
difernoB of the waters of Paint Creek, becanse'said saw-inSI was sitna^ 
ted on Clinton Rtyer, and not on Paint Creek, and because it is in 
evidence that there was no deQciency of water | for the uses of said mill 
at any season of the year, or years; that there is not now, and never 
has been, such deficiencj, and, therefore, the Board decide that the said 
daim of Amos Brown be and the same is hereby rejected.

, time specified as alleged by the applicants. 

, 2. That no evidence is adduced to show that the claimants were paid 
kk depreciated funds, neither is there any evidence showing that any 
loss was sustained by them in consequence of reeeiving in payment for 
their work a^y sadi alleged depredated fundi, if any such funds were 
taken* 

3i The State paid its obl^atioos in the best funds possessed by her, 
. whetfier in baok currency, coin, her own post notes or wacraaits. 

4, These post notes or warrants, issued by^ the BtatOi have Jong dtce 
. . beep redeemed and paid from the Treasury for the full amount of the 

same, induding the interest on the same. 

5. No evidence is adduced shdwiog t,hat the obumaQte made any 
„ ot>j§9fcion to receiving such funds in full iot their estunktes^ if any such 

depredaiUrd {upds were paid a^ is alleged/ . 
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6. That part of the claim which is for damages while the work was 
fiospended by the contractors for want of funds, as alleged by tliem, 
the Board regard as being purely constructive and cannot be estimated 
by them. 

7. The claim was presented to the Board of Internal Improvements, 
January 14th, 184?, and was by them rejected for want of sujficient 
testimony, showing the action of the Board of Appraisers as required 
by law.

Royce & Copeland vs, the State of Michigan. 

In the matter of the claim of Royce & Copeland against the State, 
for damages on account of the State failing to drain the cellar at the 
time of constructing the House of Coirection for Juvenile Offenders. 

The Board having heard the testimony of Mr. David Copeland, on 
the part of Royce & Copeland,' and of Theodore Foster and J. W. 
Holmes on the part of the State, and also having examined the points 
made by connsel for claimants, the contract between the State and 
Messrs. Royce it Copeland, specifications, i&c, the Board conclude and 
dedde as follows: 

Hat Royce & Copeland, by their agent, undertook to drain the cellar 
at the instance of Theodore Foster, acting Cohimissioner of the Board 
of Control, and were at the time satisfied; that the drain was sufficient, 
and therefore released the State from liability. Also, that the said contrac- 
tors faQed to enclose the building according to contract and for a long 
time thereafter, so allowing a great amount of water to accumulate in 
ihe cellar, more than the drain could carry off, and therefore were the 
cause of the loss to themselves by the frost of the winter. 

That they failed to comply with the terms of their contract, and that the 
damages they may have sustained was not on account of the State fail- 
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ing to do what she wm teqnired to do by tbe oontncC, add thmfon 
the Board of Auditors do reject the said claim for damages of Royce 
& Copeland, and disallow the same.

J. M. Yan Akin <fe Albert BUiot vs. the State of Michtgan. 

The Board of Auditors met. Present, Hon. John McEinnej, Seore- 
terj of State, Hon. Silas M. Holmes, State Treasurer, and Hon. Sey- 
mour B. Treadn^eU, Com. of State Land Office. In the matter of the 
daim of John M. Yan Akin and Albert Elliott, presented to this 
Board by Stephen Allen, Esq., for claimants, for the allowance of a 
claim founded upon the depreciated condition of the yalue of State 
warrants in the year 1844, with which they were paid by the State 
for labor perlormed by them on the Michigan Southern Raikoad, and 
for interest thereon, amounting, principal and interest, to the sum of 
$1,074 35. The Board having examined the memorial, daim and 
affidavits accompanying the same, and having heard the statement of Mr. 
Allen on behalf of the claimants, and having also examined the action 
of the Legislature, and of the Board of Internal In^rovement under a 
Joint Resolution of the Legislature of the year 1844, their award and 
the voucher of Messrs. Yan Akin i& Elliot for the receipt of a warrant 
on the Treasury of the State for the sum as awarded by said Board of 
Internal Improvement under said Joint Resolution ; and aAer mature 
deliberation upon the evidence presented and within their reach, bearing 
upon the case, do consider and determme as follows, vis. : 

That the said Board of Internal Improvement did, on the 9d day of 
May, 1844, make a final settlement with the said claimants, Yan Akin 
and Elliott, under the authority of the said Joint Resolution of the 
Legislature of the year 1844, and in accordance with the terms therein 
contained, at which time said Board of Internal Improvement 
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awnrdec) to* the Mid olaimanto, Yan Akb ^ Elliott, the sum of ten 
hundred and seventy-two dollars and ninety cents, in full for all their 
elaims in law or equity, and that on the said 3d day of May, 1844, 
as aforesaid, the said Yan Akin <& Elliott signed a voucher as a re- 
ceipt for a warrant drawn hy the Auditor General of the State on the 
State Treasury for the sum of $1,072 91, in full of all claims upon 
the State on account of said lahor, <fea, which, in the jud^^ent of this 
Boards was a full and final adjustment of their entire claim. The Board, . 
therefore, unanimously reject the claim now presented.

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PRIMARY SCHOOL LAITDB. 

The sales of these Lands during the year, it will be observed, have 
materiaUj diminished from the quantity sold during the previous, as 
well as each of the six preceding years. The quantity sold during the 
fiscal year is 12,379.69 acres, amounting to 150,588 76 — bemg 
8,719 2-100 acres and $34,762 08, less than the amount of sales during 
the preceding year. 

The receipts to the Fund on account of Principal, Interest and Pen- 
idty, is 192,871 47. 

Bonds have been furnished from 19 County Treasureis pursuant 
to the provisions of Act 153, of 1855, permitting them to make re- 
ceipts on account of the different Trust Funds, and lists have been 
supplied them of the aooounts on our books, for lands sold within their 
respective counties. 

In several counties there are balances due from Treasurers on account 
of their receipts during the present and previous years which are in 
process of collection, and will probably soon be realized. In several 
instances receipts for Trust Funds, issued by the County Treasurers and 
outstanding, have come to the knowledge of this Department, of which 
BO account from the Treasurers, or duplicate return from the County 
Clerks has been made to this OfBce, as required by the law. The sug- 
gestions made in previous Reports, as to necessary amendments to this 
law, to promote efficiency, correctness, and accountability under its pro- 
visions^ would seem to be yet applicable. 

UKIVKRSITT LAimS. 

Of these Lands we have sold, during the year, 679 25-100 acres, 
amounting to $8,151 00. 

VORMAL SCHOOL LANDS. 

The sales of Normal School Lands during the year are 1,081.77 
acres^ amounting to $4,327 08. The amount of previous sales forfeited 
during the year, and reverting again to the State, is 520 acres, amount- 
ing to $4,860 00, of the sales reported in past years, in which, however, 
is included an item of $3,660 00, balance of principal unpaid on ac- 
count of purchase in December, 1854, by N. S. Avery of 160 acres of 
1^. S. land in St. Clair County, at the nominal price of $30 50 per 
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acre, a reduction of the amount due on which purchase has been here- 
tofore sought by Mr. Avery from the Legislatme. • 

ASYLUM LANDS.

The sales of Internal Improvement Lands during the year are 
4,934.06 acres, amounting to $,6217 57, and includes sales made for 
warrants presented on account of appropriations heretofore made. 

Asset Lands sold 929.90 acres, amounting to $1,820 00. 

SWAMP LANDS. 

Very much has been said, for the last three years, respecting th^ 
true State policy for the disposition of these Lands. Numerom and 
widely different opinions have been repeatedly expressed, originating 
not only from different localities, and diversified interests, but also from 
very different views, entertained entirely independent of any local or 
other interested considerations which might partially bias the judgment; 
and after all, nothing it is belived, has yet been arrived at, satisfaotory^ 
as a whole, to any considerable portion of the people in any section of 
the State. 

This seems to be one of those great and conflicting State interests 
which can be wisely settled, only by a spirit of fair and liberal 
compromise. 

In view of these facts, the important question naturally arises : What 
can, and what ought to be done, to harmonize the views and interesta 
of the whole people, in permanently settling the true policy for the 
proper disposition of this extensive grant of land, amounting in all to 
nearly 6,000,000 of acres. It might seem to be overstepping the 
province of this Department, and improperly encroaching upon that 
of the Executive, even to suggest, much more to recommend, the object^ 
to which the avails of the sales of thes3 Lands should be appropriated. 
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Bat this, the Executive, whose prerogative it is to exercise a supervision 
over ALL the great interests of the State, especially including its finances, 
could with great propriety do. The language of the grant itself, and the 
State Act of '51 accepting it, seems plain, that the proceeds of the sales of 
thebe Lands should be devoted, in some form, either by the direct agency 
of the State, the counties, the purchasers, or otherwise, so far as is ^^neces- 
sari/j" (which is the language of the grant) to their drainage and 
''reclamation " for cultivation, and the health of the country. But it is 
also claimed on the other hand, that the State alone, must judge of the 
extent of this ^ necessity ^^^ and of the manner in which the object shall 
be effected. None have denied the obligation of the State, to carry 
out in good faith in some way what it shall consider to be the spirit and 
true intent of the grant But a wide difference of opinion has existed, 
both as to the extent of the drainage ^ required," as well as to the way 
and manner of its aooomplisfament. At the last session of the Legisla- 
ture, a law was passed regulating the sale of these Lands, and fixing 
the minimum price at $5 per acre, requiring at least one-fourth of the 
purchase money down^ and the balance on time, at the option of the 
purchaser, at seven per oent. interest per anniim. According to section 9 
of this Act, 25 per cent of the avails of the sales of all these Lands, 
was to become a drainage fund, (the interest only to be expended) 
for the benefit of those counties respectively, in which the Lands 
fiiom time to time should be sold, to be expended under the direction 
of the Supervisors of said counties, and after deducting expenses of sale, 
the interest on the balance was to be added to the Primary School Fund, 
and the Principal of the balance was to be appropriated for the payment 
of the State indebtedness, secured by its stocks or bonds, in the order in 
which they should fall due. These last two provisions of this law have 
met with very general acceptance in many parts of the State, but opposed 
in other parts, on the ground, as is alleged, that too small a portion of 
the proceeds of sales was to be devoted to drainage. This Act required 
all these Lands to be advertised according to their legal subdivisions, six 
successive weeks previous to their public offering for sale, in at least 
one {>aper in every county in the State where one should be published. 
It is presumed that the Legislature, on a reconsideration of the provis- 
ions of this section, would readily amend it, so as to bring the expenses 
of advertising within reasonable limits. No provision was made in^ 
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this Act for the forfeiture of these Lands to the State for the non-pay- 
ment of taxes, the same as for non-payment of interest, which is 
regarded by this Department, as well as the Auditor General's, of much 
importance. 

In view of these provisions, and some others less objectionabb, after 
a careful examination of the whole law, I could not but deem it suicidal 
to what I considered the best interests of the State, to advertise these 
Lands for sale under it, finding, after an accurate computation, that the 
expense of doing this, would in all probability, be considerably greater 
than the amount that would be received in cash at their public offering. 
I therefore, after mature deUberation, while much regretting this necessi- 
ty, determined to exercise the di^retion which I believed to be vested 
in the Commissioner, not to sell them under this law, in view of what 
seemed to me the manifest sacrifice of the interest of the State — and 
accordingly, in reply to numerous enquiries on the subject from different 
parts of the State, I published this determination in an official circular 
on the 5th day of May last, supposing at the time, the law would soon 
be amended, so that these Lands, so long kept out of market for the 
want of a law under which they could with propriety be soid^ could^ 
with as little delay as possible, consistent with other interests of the 
State, be offered for sale. But it is presumed the unexpected revulsion 
in the finances of the country has caused the delay. It is said that 
the Legislature of last Session, in fixing the minimum rates of these 
Lands at 1 5 per acre, did so under the conviction that some portion of 
them would readily command this price, and that the extensive Internal 
Improvements which they then supposed were soon to be accomplished, 
by Railroads and otherwise, near the localities of some of these Lands, 
would soon enhance the value of other portions to this figure, being 
subject, if not thus realized, to such reductions by future Legislatures 
as might from time to time be called for by the people. But it ap- 
pears now to be frankly admitted by all, that subsequent developments, 
then looked for by none, have sadly disappointed all such anticipations. 
The opinion now seems to prevail very generally, that the minimum 
price of these Lands must be much reduced to insure their sale, to 
any considerable extent, for a long time to come, whether for cash or on 
credit. It is also expected, that as soon as these Lands can consistently 
be brought into market^ it should be done-^as extensively as settle- 
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ments shall be made in the countiee in which they are located, so that 
actual residents, desiring them for cultivation) could have at least an 
equal chance with non-residents to obtain them. So large a body of 
Government Lands, on aooount of Railroad Grants, being now with- 
drawn from market, and no equivalent being rendered therefor by way 
of expenditures of money among our citizens in making public im- 
provements, it would seem quite important for our State, thai as large a 
quantity as practicable of our own Lands should, without further delay, 
be brought into market, on terms so favorable to purchasers as would 
not only induce our own citizens to purchase them for their own occu- 
pancy, but would also liberally encourage valuable immigration am(wg 
U9, which has too long been pessing beyond us. It cannot be donbted, 
I think, that whatever shall indaee an industrious population to become 
our citizens, and suooessfiil cultivators of the soil, wouki esseatiaUy 
increase, above anything e^se, our real wealtJi and permanent prosperity 
as a State. Our intriosic and available weidth is believed* not to lie 
pent up either in undrained marshes^ or in any kind of wild Lands, 
however excellent in themselves, but rather in the well coltivated fields 
and rightly directed industrious habits of the people. 

There are different views entertained respecting the wisdom of the 
true State policy, for the sale of these Lands, whether it should be upon 
the higher price credit, or the lower price cash system. The advocates, 
of the former, claim that more of these Lands can be sold, and at higher 
prices, than could be sold upon the lower price cash system, and at the 
same time, the balance due the State be amply secured for the annual 
payment of interest and taxes ; and also, that a much larger number 
of actual settlers would thus be able to purchase more of them for their 
occupancy. They assert also, that the great leading interest of the 
State, in its policy in selling these Lands, should be, simply to require 
enough down, to amply secure the annual interest and taxes on the 
balance ; and that this (as they claim) favorable system for purchasers 
would induce a more rapid sale, and that thus these Lands would be 
the sooner reclaimed and brought into cultivation, advancing thereby 
the general good and prosperity of the State. To say the least, this 
view of this very important question, looks plausible. But the advocates 
of the lower price cash system claim, that for a State, in disposing of so 
large a body of Land, to establish the policy of a higher minimum 
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rate, requiring jast enough down to secure its interest and taxes on the- 
balance, is but holding out, upon the seductive principle, a specious 
temptation to its own citiasens to largely mortgage themselves and their 
posterity, perhaps for generations to come, and that great numbers would 
thus be ultimately overburdened with annual interest and taxes, which 
at times, especially of financial embarassments, might prove ruinous to 
very many certificate holders who would be obliged to forfeit thtm,. 
and thus sacrifice to others their advanced payments and improve- 
ments. Those who take this view, contend also, that the interminable 
credit system, in selling so large a body of Lands, would ultimately, 
very greatly and unwisely, increase the business and expenses of the 
Land Office, by way of keeping the immensely multiplied account?^ 
and attending to the numerous applications for divisions and subdi- 
visions of certificates, and making the annual tranacripts from all the 
books of the office, for all the County Treaaniers in the State, in com- 
I^iance with the requirement of the present law, and also in obtaining 
the annual examinations and appraisals of improvement, upon all 
credited State Lands, by all the Supervisors in the State, of numerous 
lots yearly forfeited by the neglect, at the proper time, of certificate 
]),olders to pay their annual interest and taxes, (though very many of 
the lots thus forfeited, would usually be redeemed, before or at the 
published day of sp\e) thus making a large share of the constantly ac- 
cumulating and ever repeated annual expenses of examinations, appraisals 
and published sales of these yearly forfeited lots a heavy burden against 
the State instead of the Lands. In addition to these objections, to 
selling these Lands upon the credit system, it has been urged, among 
other things, that many of the best grade of timbered lots, would 
inevitably be robbed of their timber, and then abandoned. 

Bnt whichever of these views shall be considered the soundest State 
policy to adopt, the wisdom of the Representatives of the people, by 
mutual counsel, and mature reflection, will doubtless be fully competent 
to determine. 

It would seem, at this time, that it is much to be desired that a spirit 
of good will, and a disposition to make mutual concessions, should 
everywhere exist, that the true policy of a fair and liberal compromise 
should prevail in wisely adjusting this important, and already too long 
delayed, "mooted question." 
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Short of this, this great interest for the State (if wisely conducted,) 
might be in imminent hazard of being ultimately sacrificed by being 
essentially perverted from any beneficial practical purposes for the 
State, either for revenue, drainage, or otherwise. 

Upon so great an interest of the State as that of the Swamp Lands, 
it would seem exceedingly desirable, that a policy, relative to their dis- 
posal, should if possible, be settled upon a basis so wise, so liberal, and 
satisfactory to all, that no disposition among any considerable portion of 
our citizens should hereafter exist to disturb it, any more than does now 
to change the policy which governs the Primary School, and other 
classes of our State Lands. 

Some have been in favor of a system of graduating these Lands. 
But I apprehend that this would be attended with so much delay and 
expense, that it would not warrant the undertaking, and the consequent 
further postponement of their sale. Should their public sales be 
properly conducted under stringent regulationSi somewhat like those 
required by Section 4 of the law of last Session, to prevent, as far as 
possible, collusion, fraud, and false bidding, it is believed that sales so 
conducted would tend considerably to graduate their price according to 
their quality, by inducing that open and fair competition that would 
generally insure for the better grade of these Lands, prices approxima- 
ting their true value. 

In my last annual Report, I urged the importance, as a matter of 
right, and justice, that a &ir and liberal pre-emption law should be 
passed, for the benefit of those who had previously settled in good faith 
upon some of the 'Swamp Lands. At the last Session of the Legislature, 
such a law passed the House by a strong vote, but failed in the Senate, for 
want of time to reach it The same reasons, I think, now exist, with 
still greater urgency, why this poor and confiding class of our citizenSf 
should be thus protected, who have settled upon these lands, supposing, 
in some cases, that a former pre-emption law was still in force. In some 
instances, all that these persons have for the support of their fiunilies 
IB depending upon the passage of such a law, to protect their only home 
against competition for their improvements, made with their own hands, 
as volunteer pioneers in the wilderness. 

No money has been refunded to persons returning certificates for their 
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former purchases of Swamp Lands aooording to SectioQ 10 of the 
Swamp Land Act of last Session. 

Appended are tables exhibiting the amonnft of Swamp Lands in 
each county in the State, patented and unpatented, together with the 
amounts sold and unsold in each county, and other information relating 
to the same.

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT of the Board of .Con, 
trol of the House of Correction for Juvenile Of- 
fenders, for the fiscal year ending Nov. 18, 1867. 

To the Secr$tarff of SkU$ pf the State of JikMgim: 

In oom{>!iane6 with the reqairements of See. 6, of an act entitled 
^ an act to establish a floaee of Correction for Javenile Oflfendera," ap- 
proved Feb. 10, 1855, the undersigned Board of Control, make the 
following report of the receipts, expenditures, business and proceedings 
of the House of Correction, for the year ending Nor. 18, 1867. 

The report of the Superintendent herewith attached, gives the gen- 
eral statistics of the Institution, and that of the Teacher exhibits the 
condition of the School. The Board have ever considered iDstructJon, 
liCenuy and moral, as the chief, though not the only means to be em- 
ployed in the process of reformation ; consequently they have f^ it 
their duty to employ a skilHiil and wel] informed teacher. 

The Treasurer's account, which is also herewith annexed, exhibits the 
amount of funds received by the Institution during the year, the sources 
from which they were derived, and the amount paid oat during the 
tame period, with the purposes fbr which they were applied. 

The Legislature of last winter, (Sec 3^ Act No. 91,) appropriated 
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*^8o much as sbRlI be BufficieBt to pay all otttotanding indebtedness now 
existing against said Board of Control, by reason c^ baiiding and fur- 
nishing said House of Correction/' 

The indebtedness as finally adjusted, was as follows:

The last amount of $1,696 *I9, appears in the account current of the 
Treasurer of the Board. The whole sum will appear in the Report of 
the Auditor General, as expended ibis year, the warrant not haviug 
been obtained till after the act of appropriation. 

The expenses for the suppoit of the inmates, have somewhat exceeded 
the expectations of the Board. This is chiefly due to the unexampled 
pricespof pro?isioDB, groceries and goods, the past year, and the extra- 
ordinary expenses naturally incident to the oommencement of such an 
Institution. At the beginning of the year, the grounds were uncleared 
and the building nearly unfurnished. The Board have cleared most of 
the 30 acres attached to the Institution, and grubbed about six acres, 
opened a street to the buildings, and erected a anew bam at an expense 
of $455 00, and a new brick shop 25 by 60 feet, at an expense of 
^800 00. 

During the year, the Board have been unable to procure full employ- 
ment for the boys, in the workshop. Their time has been partly spent 
in labor upon the grounds, and in preparing fuel. . For most of the 
time during the last six months, mod of them have been employed in 
the shoe shop. The female inmates have full occupation in making up 
their own and the boys' clothing. The Board have not been so success- 
ful in obtaining proper and steady employment for the boys, there be- 
ing so few sorts of mechanical labor suitable to their youth, and to pre- 
pare them for future usefulness. The Board deem it altogethor inexpe- 
dient for them to engage in manufacturing business on their own ac- 
count They are encouraged to hope that this difficulty will be over- 
come during the present year* 
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We take pleasare in stating that the Saperintendent and otiher offioers 
merit our approbation and the confidence of the people of the State, 
and the harmony of feeling among them is encouraging andJgratifyiDg 
to the Board. 

That the future of the House of Correction, may be useful and pros- 
perous, is our ihost sincere desire.

Of the 54 inmates, three are girls, one of them 16 years of age, and 
the other two 11 years old. They are all from Detroit; two having 
Deen sent for prostitution, and one for larceny. The parents of one girl 
had separated ; the father and mother of the second were grossly intem- 
perate, and the third was an orphan. ^ 

The amounts received at the door, from visitors^ from the opening 
of the Institution to Nov. 18,1857, has been $36 85, of which siim 
$25 14 have been expended for the purchase of books and papers for 
the use of the inmates, and the balance now on band is $11 71. 

During the year pq^t, a part of the boys have been employed on 
contract in the manufacture of boots and shoes, and for their labor tbe 
compensation has been paid of 12^ cents for each day's work of seven 
hours, and eleven cents for each day of six hours. The amount received 
of Contractors for the labor of the boys, has been $4fi6 05. The re- 
mainder of the boys have been employed in grading the yard, in pre- 
paring fue), and in the domestic work of the house.

TEACHER'S REPORT. 



To the Board of Control of the House of Correction: 

QsNTUBMBxr: — ^I rdapaefolly mbmit the fbUowiug Report in reference 
to the School Department : 

At the time of my entering upon the duties of Teacher, April Ut, 
1857, there were seventeen scholars in the School. 

r 

Under the instruction of Mr. Geo. D. Lathrop — ^the former Teacher, 
thej had made commendable progress in their studies, which then 
eonusted of reading, spelling, writing and arithmetic Since that time 
X have introduced intermediate and modem Geography and English 
Grammar. 

The time for the boys' school is from 7 to 9 o'clock in the morning, 
and from 5 to 8 in the evening. " 

The time for the girls' school is from 9 to 11 o'clock in the morning. ' 
Owing to the small number of girls, the Matron has usually allowed 
them sufficient time Unlearn their leseons, and I have heard their recita- 
tions in the room appropriated for their use. 

On their arrival here, the inmates do not usually apply themselves to 
their books very studiously ; but after having been under the kind 
influences that are brought to bear upon them in the Institution, they 
become very diligent, and, in a majority of cases, manifest an ardent de- 
sire to obtain a good education. 

The ntUMral abihties of the inmates are» in a majority of instances, 
fully equal to those of children of their own age, in common schools; 
but owing to extreme neglect, their acquirements are limited. 

It will be seen by reference to the statistics of the school, that the 
course of instruction is very much the same as thatpunuetd by stqdeatB 
in district schools, with this exception ; that more direct reference is had 
to the cultivation of their moral sentiments.

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AN ACT 

TaesiMisk a Borne qf Correction for Juvefdle Offrndere^ approved 
Feb, 10, 1855, a« amended by An Act to amend certain eectione 
thereof, approved Feb, 10, 1867. 

Sbgtiok 1. The People of the State of Michigan enact. That 
there shall be establiBhed in this State an inatitution under the name 
and style of tba " House of Oorrection for Juvenile Offenders," and 
that the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars be and the same is hereby 
appropriated from the general fund, for preparing the grounds, for the 
erection of suitable buildings and fixtures therefor: Provided, how- 
-eter, That it shall not be lawful for the Board of Control heremafter 
created, to draw upon the sum hereby appropriated, an amount ex- 
<!eeding twenty-five thousand dollars in any one year. 

Sbc. 2. The general supervision and government of said House of 
Correction, shall be vested in a Board of Control, to consist of three 
members, who shall be appointed by the Gbvernor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, the members of which Board shall 
hold their offices for the respective terms of two, four and six years, 
from the first of March, 1857, and until their successors shall be ap- 
pointed {md qualified, said respective terms of office to be designated in 
their several appointments; and thereafter there shall be one of said 
Board appointed every two year?, whose term of office shall continue 
for six years, or until his successor is appointed and qualified. The mem- 
bers of said Board of Control shall constitute a body corporate, under 
the name and style of the '^ Board of Control of the House of Correc- 
tion for Juvenile Offenders," with the right of suing and being sued, of 
making and using a common seal, and of altering it at pleasure. 

Sec. 3. The said Board are hereby empowered to select and estab- 
lish, with all convenient dispatch, a site for the House of Correction, 
and for that purpose they are also hereby authorized to receive propo 
sals for the donation of lands, money, or of building materials, for the 
location and erection of such House of Correction, in behalf of the 
■State, and for the benefit of said Institution : Provided, That good and

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suflScient titles to any lands thus granted, and securities for the payment 
of the money and delivery of the materials thus donated, shall he- 
obtained by said Board before any such site shall be fully established. 

Sec. 4. The said Board having established a site for said Institution,, 
shall immediately deposite a certificate of their determination, together 
with all conveyances of lands granted- and securities for moneys or 
materials donated, in the ofl5ce of the Auditor General. They shall 
also prepare and adopt a plan for the grounds, buildings and fixtures 
necessary for such Institution, of such form, dimensions, style and finish, 
as when completed, to come vvithin the cost and limit of the sura here- 
inbefore appropriated. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Control having secured a site, and adopted a 
plan for the ground and buildings, which shall contain at least twenty 
acres, shall forthwith proceed to advertise for proposals for the erection 
and furnishing of such part of the buildings, in accordance with their 
plan, as may be necessary to put the said Institution in readiness, at an 
early period, for the reception, confinement and discipline of youthful 
ofi*ender8; and upon the reception of such proposals, they may, in their 
discretion, make contracts with such bidders as shall make proposals 
best conducive to the interests of the State, taking into consideration 
the price, time and performance, and the responsibility of the contractor^ 
with such sureties as he may ofier; which contracts, when duly>.execu- 
ted, shall also be deposited in the oflBce of the Auditor General. 

Sec. 6. Said Board of Control shall make out and deliver to the 
Secretary of State, on or before the first day of January in each year 
hereafter, a detailed statement of their operations, and of all expenditures 
made by them in behalf of said Institution. The traveling and other 
actual expenses necessarily incurred by the members of said Board, as 
such, and in the discjiarge of the duties, may be retained by them oat 
of appropriations for said Institution, subject to the determination of 
the Board of State Auditors, settling the proper amount upon an account 
stated. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the members of the Board of Con- 
trol to meet annually at the House of Correction, on the third Wed- 
nesday of November of each year, and at said annual meeting they 
shall elect of their own body, a chairman, treasurer and clerk, who shall 
hold their offices for one year, and until their successors shall be elec- 
ted and qualified. 
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Sbc. 8. It shall be the duty of the Board of Control, to meet onoe 
in eyery three months, on their own adjournment, and oftener if they 
shall deem it advisable, at which meetings they shall prepare and care- 
fully digest and mature a system of government for said House of Cor- 
rection (of juvenile offenders, embracing all such rules, regulations and 
general laws, as may be deemed necessary for preserving order, for en- 
fon^ing discipline, for imparting instruction, for preserving health, and 
generally ktr the proper physical, intellectual and moral training of the 
offenders. 

Sfic. s). For the purpose of maturing said system of government 
and discipline, it shall be competent for said Board to authorize one of 
their number to visit some similar institution, to acquire an insight into 
the principles end practical working of the model system thus selected, 
for the information ai)d benefit of §aid Board ; the expenses actually 
and necessarily incurred in any such visit and investigation to be 
charged against the appropriation hereinbefore made. 

Sso. 10. From and after the time that said Institution shall be pre* 
pared for the reception of offenders, every person under the age of 
sixteen years, who shall be convicted of a prison offence, except in case 
of offences punishable by law by imprisonment for life, shall be sen- 
tenced to the House of Correction for Juvenile Offenders, until they 
shall be twenty- one years of age; and it shall be the duty of all courts 
and magistrates, sentencing offenders to said House of Correction, to 
certify to the keeper of the said House of Correction, the age of the 
person so committed, as nearly as can be ascertained by testimony ta- 
ken under oath before such court or magistrate, or in such other man- 
ner as the court or magistrate shall direct; and no person sball be de- 
tained in custody in said Institution, after they shall have become 
twenty-one years of age. 

Skc. 11. The House of Correction hereby established for the in- 
struction and reform of juvenile oftenders, shall be entirely disconnected 
with the State Penitentiary at Jackson. 

Sec. 12. Whenever said Institution shall be so far completed as to 
allow of the reception and proper discipline of juvenile offenders, it shall 
be lawful for all Courts of Record having criminal jurisdiction, and for 
all Police Courts and Justices' Courts, in the exercise of their proper 
criminal jurisdiction, and said Courts are hereby severally authorized 
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to sdntence any offender of the respectiye classes contemplated bj this 
act, to the said House of CorrectioQ : Provided^ Jadgments rendered in 
all f^olioe and Justices* Courts shall, upon a reviewal of the papers and 
testimony taken by the justice on said trial, before a Circnit or Probate 
Judge, be approved : Provided, also, That if such judgment be disap- 
proved, such Police or Justices' Courts are hereby authorized to pass 
sentence as in other cases provided by law. 

Sxa 13. It shall be lawful for the Board of Control, whenever in 
their discretion they may deem any of the offenders imprisoned in the 
said Institution to have been so far reformed as to justify his or her 
discharge, to liberate such offender, or to bind him, her, or them, by a^ 
tides of indenture, for that purpose to be eptered into, to any suitable 
person who will engage to instruct such offender in some proper art or 
trade, iocording to the terms of said articles of indenture. 

Sxo. 14. The said Board of Control shall locate the said House of 
Correction for Juvenile Offenders, at or near Lansing, in the county of 
Ingham: Provided, That a suitable piece of land, of not less than 
twenty acres, shall be donated for that purpose, free of all charge to the 
State. 



(Act of 1857.; 

Sec. 2. The' Auditor (General is hereby authorized and required to 
draw his warrant on the State Treasurer for such sums as the Board of 
Control of said House of Correction shall from time to time direct: 
such sums 80 drawn at any one time shall not exceed one thousand dol- 
lars, and no further sums shall be drawn until satisfactory vouchers are 
presented to and allowed by the Board of State Auditors for the 
amount previously drawn. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated out of any mouey in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, so much as shall be sufficient 
to pay all outstanding indebtedness now existing against said Board of 
Control by reason of building and furnishing said House of Correction , 
not exceeding seven thousand dollars, said indebtedness being first au- 
dited and allowed by the Board of State Auditors.

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ORDINANCES AND BY-LAWS 

0/ the House of Gorreetian for Juvenile Offenders. 

The Board of Control of the House of Correction for Juvenile Of- 
fenders, do ordain and cstaUisli the following Ordinances and By-Laws 
for the government of the said House of Correction and its OflScers, 
and the discipline of the inmates thereof : 

CHAPTER I. 

Of the organization of the Board of Control, its Annual and other 
Meetings, its officers, the mode of their appointment, the tenure of 
their offices, and duties, 

ARTICLE I. 

Of the organization of the Board, of its Annual and other MeeUng^, 

its officers and the tenure of office. 

Sxc. 1. Two members shall be necessary to form a quorum of th^ 
Board of Control for the transaction of business. In cases where a 
lees number shall be in attendance, the meeting may be adjourned for 
the purpose of procuring the attendance of a sufficient number to form 
a quorum. 

Sbc. 2. The Annual Meeting of the Board shall be held at tb^ 
House of Correction, on the third Wednesday of November, at nin4 
o'clock in the forenoon. 

Seo. 3. The Board shall also meet once in three months on their owtt 
adjournment, and as much oftener as a majority of the Board shall deem 
advisable. 

Sec. 4. Special meetings of the Board may be called by the Chair- 
man. 

Sec. 5. The Officers of the Board of Control shall be a Chairman, 
Clerk and Treasurer, who shall be severally elected at the Annual 
Meeting of the Board, and shall hold their offices for one year, and 
uutil others shall have been elected and qualified. 

Sec. 6. The Chairman shall preside at all meetings of the Board, 
but in case of his absence a Chairman may be elected pro tern. 
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Ssa 7. The Clerk shall keep accurate minuteB of the transactioiis 
of the Board, in a book to be provided for that purpose, to which the 
members of the Board shall have access at all reasonable times^ 

Sec. 8. He shall record at full length, in a separate book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, all the Kegulations and By Laws passed by the 
Board of Control, to which the members of the Board, and the officers 
of the House, of Correction shall have access at all reasonable times. 

Sxc. 9. He shall file and preserve all papers relating to appoint- 
ments for office, and all other papers relating to the business of the 
Board, and shall allow the members of the Board to have access to 
them at all reasonable times. 

Sbc. 10. The Treasurer shall have the charge of and be responsible 
for all moneys belonging to the Institution. 

Sec. 11. He shall pay all orders drawn on him by the Board, prop- 
erly signed by the Chairman and Clerk. 

Sxc. 12. He shall keep a book In which all moneys which may come 
into his hands shall be debited, and in which shall be credited all moneys 
which shall have been properly disbursed by him, which book shall, at 
idl reasonable times, be open to the inspection of the members of the 
Board. 

Sso. 18. He shall execute, when required by the Board, his bond, 
with two sufficient sureties, to be approved by the Board, conditioned 
for the faithful discharge of his duties as Treasurer of the Institution, 
and for the payment to his successor of the balance which may be 
found in his hands at the expiration of his office. 

Sxc. 14. The account of the Treasure? shall be audited by the Board 
ait e^ch annual meeting. 

CHAPTER II. 

ARTICLX I. 

Of the Officers of the Home of Correction^ the tenure of their offices, 
and the mode of their appointment and removal. 

Sxc. 1. The officers of the House of Correction shall be a Super- 
intendent and Assistant Superintendent, a Teacher, a Steward, and a 
Matron, who shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Board, 
and a Physician and Chaplain, who shall be appointed annually. 

Sec 2. Such officers shall be elected at an annual or a stated meet- 
ing of the Board. 
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Sxo. 3. The Sup^iateucl^ttt m«v provide temporarily for^sueli va- 
<»noi66 as may ooeur in the offioea of the House of Correolioii. 

ARTICLE II. 

0/ the General Duties of the Officers of the Bouse of Correction. 

Sbc. 1. It bIuJI bo the duty ^f all the officers of the House of Cor* 
fQCtioii) except the Phyaieian and Ohaplain, to remain oonBtanUy in the 
Institution, and none of the subordinate officers shall le»ire it without 
permission from the Superintendent. 

Sec. 2. In ease any officer or employee of the Institution shall' be 
' absent, or otherwise incapacitated to diecbargie the duties of his station, 
80 that the Superintendent is obliged to procure a substitute, the ex- 
pense of such substitute shall be deducted from the salary of such 
oflScer or employee. 

Seo. 3. All the subordinate offioen, except the Physician and 
Chaplain, in addition to the appropriate duties of thdr respective 
offices, shall act as aids to the Superintendent in preserving order and 
^uiet among the OjQfenders, in guarding i^nst escapes, and generally 
in maintaining the rdes and dis6i|rfine of the Institudon. They shall 
also peiibrm such other services as shall be required of them 1)y the 
Superintendent 

ABTIOLB III. 

Duties of the Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent, 

. Seo. 1. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to take charge of 
the House of Correction, to see that the subordinate officen are faithful 
and punctual in the disdiwge of tiieir duties, and that the Begulatioas 
and By-Laws of the Institution are carefully observed. 

Sec. 2. He shall enter, in books provided £[>r that purpose the name 
and age of ev^ oflfonder, with a brief description of his person, the 
time when he Was received, the place from which he was sent^ the 
offdnoe for which he was committed, and the time he wiis dii^charged, 
and if apprenticed, the name and pl$ce of residence ^f the person to 
whom he was apprenticed ; and in case of death, the time and cause 
of his death, together with such other facts relating to his history as he 
may think worthy of preservation. 
Sbo. 8. He shall keep a journal, m which he shall record ^mHj^ 
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eyerytbiog deemed wortibj-of nDtice, wbieh journal shall at all times be 
open to the inspection of the members of tho Board of Gontirof . 

Sic. 4. He shall procure the necessary supplies for the House of 
Correction. 

Sbc. 5. He shall keep an accurate account of the current expenses 
of the Institution, and of all moneys received from contractors or 
others forthe^services of the of^ders, and shall pay orer the same to 
the Treasurer. 

Sec. 6. He shall lay before the Board of Oontrol all applicatixHis 
for aj^MfenticeSy or senrantSi aad the names of sudi of the Offenders as 
he thinks may properly be discharged from the Institution. 

Ssc. 7. He shall in person daily inspect ev^ part of the House of 
Correction, and have a watchful care over the subordinate officers, and 
all inmates of the Institution. 

Sxo. 8. He shall see that visitors are not admitted at improper tia:efs 
and tiiat no clandestine c(M'r6Bpond6nce is carried on between them aad 
the Offenders. 

Sao. 9. He shall not be absent from the House of Ooriedaon for a 
day, except in case of emergency, or by consent of the Board* 

3bo. 10. The Assistaiit Superintendent shall aid the Superiirtendent^ 
under his direction, in the discharge of his duties, and in ease of his 
death, absence or inability, shall fill his place for the time being. 

ABTICLS IV. 

DtiUes of the Teacher, 

Sbc. 1. The Teacher shall have diarge of the Offenders during the 
hours of study, and shall be responsible for their ooUduet while under 
his direction. He shall also impart to them, from time to time, as weH 
upon the' week days as upon the Sabbsth, stiitatale moral instruction^ 
with a view to inspire ' (hem with correct principles of action, and 
improve their habits. 

Sxc. 5, He shall also act as Librarian, and shall koep a regular list 
of the books and maps belonging to the library. 

ABTICLE V. 

IhUies of Steward, 
Sbc. 1. It shall be the duty of the Steward to receive and take 
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, care of the proyiBions and sapplxes provided for the House of .Correc- 
tioD, and to see that they are properly distributed; to see that the tables 
are properly and seasonably arranged, and to take care of the table and 
kitchen furniture, and shall have the general care of the property of the 
Institution. 

Ssa 3. He shall also have charge of the door, and see that none 
pass or re-pass without proper authority; but the Superintendent niay, 
when deemed necessary, appoint a door-keeper, whose duty it shall be 
to assnt the Steward in the discharge of his duty, and perform such 
other services as the Superintendent may require. 

Sbo. 3. He shall, at the annual meeting of the Board, render an 
inventory of all the property of the Institution under his care, with the 
value thereof, as nearly as can be ascertained. 

ARTICUB VI. 

Duties of Phyndan and Chaplain, 

Sso. 1, The physician shall visit the House of Correction and in- 
spect the o£S»nden, with a view to ascertain the state of their health, 
at least once in two weeks, and shall make such suggestions to the Su- 
perintendent as he shall think needful, in regard to the regimen of the 
ofienders, and the best methods of preventing disease. 

Sxo» 2. He shall attend promptly in all cases of sickness, and shall 
repeat his visits as often as the Superintendent shall de6u:e. 

Sso. 3. The Chaplain shall perform religious services at least onc^ a 
day, on the Sabbath, at the House of Correction, at such hours as the 
Superintendent shall direct. 

Sxc. 4. It shall be his duty to visit and converse with the offenders 
at least once in two weeks, especially in dai^rous iUneas, and to per- 
form funeral services in case of death. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Dutie9 of Ma^oru 

Sxc 1. The Matron shall have charge of the female offenders,' sen- 
tenced to the Institution, under the direction of the SupiariBtandent. 
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CHAPTER III. 
Cf the Ltbrary, 

Sec. 1. A Library of well selected books, maps and periodicals, 
shall be kept at the House of Correction for the use of the Offenders. 

Sbc. 2. An entrance fee of ten cents shall be paid to the door- 
keeper by every person visiting the House of Correction, excepting such 
as may be exempted from the payment of the same by the Superin- 
tendent. 

Sec. 3. Moneys so collected shall be paid to the Librarian, and shall 
constitute a fund for the maintenance and increase of the Library. 

Sec. 4. The Librarian and Superintendent shall be a Standing Com- 
mittee on the Library, and shall report to the Board at each annual 
meeting, the condition of the Library, and the state of the funds appro- 
priated for its increase and maintenance. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Of the Classification of the Inmates, 

Seo. 1. There shall be established seven grades of the inmates of the 
Institution, viz. : Numbers 6, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, and Class of Honor. Offend- 
ers, on entering l^he Institution, shall be put in the lowest grade, number 
6 ; and every month, if their moral deportment, and their general dili- 
gence in conforming to the discipline of the House, will justify, they 
may be advanced to the next higher grade, until they reach the Class 
of Honor, in which they shall remain three months ; at, the expiration 
of which time they may be reported to the Board as candidates for 
apprenticeship, or dismission. 

Sec. 2. For disorderly conduct, or breach of rules. Offenders may 
be degraded by the Superintendent to any lower class, as he may think 
proper. 

CHAPTER V. 

V 

0/ Punishments for Misconduct, 

Sec. 1. If any Offender shall neglect or refuse to obey the orders of 
the Superintendent, Assistant Superintendent, or other officer having 
charge of him, or shall neglect or refuse to perform the labor assigned 
to him, or shall strike or resist an officer, or shall willfully or by groaa 
<»releB8ness injure any of the property of the Institution, or shall strike 
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or otherwise^ abuse a f4^ow-aff6nd^r, or shall b« guilty of using any 
indecent or profane language, or sfaall attempt to eBoape,* or shall know. 
ingly be guilty of any other breach of the rules of the Institution, or of 
good order, he shall be punished, either by the officer having him in 
charge at the time the offeQce is committed, or by the Superindent, 
or under his direction . 

Ssc. 2, In cases of combination among the Offenders to resist the 
authority of the officers, and in other flagrant cases, punishment should 
be promptly administered . In c ther cases, great forbearance and caution 
should be observed ; but some punishment should follow the commission 
of e'Twy offence of a serious character. 

Sec. 3. With regard to minor offences and indiscretions, gentle and 
affectioDate instruction and reproof should be resorted to. ^ 

Sac. 4. In all cases care should be taken to impress the Offenders 
with the conviction that the object in administering punishment is to 
promote their welfare, individually, and the goo^ of the Institution, 
and at the same time to convince them that discipline and good order 
will be maintained at all hazards. 

Ssc. 5. For the first offence, the punishment should be as light as 
the ends to be attained by it will allow. In cases of a repetition of the 
offence, or of oft-repeated transgressiop, the punishment should be in- 
creased in severity. 

Sec. 6. Punishments may be inflicted by solitary confinement for a 
limited period — ^by a like confinement with a diet of bread and water — 
by deprivation of amusement, some favorite article of food, some privi- 
leges or indulgence — by the imposition of some onerous or irksome 
duty — and lastly, when necessary, by corporeal infliction. 

CHAPTER Vi. 
Provisions of a General Nature, 

Ssc. 1. No spirituous liquor or intoxicating drink shall be brought 
into the House of Correction, without permission from the Superinten- 
dent. 

Sec. 2. No tobacco shall be furnished to the offenders. 

Sec. 3. Sports and innocent amusements may. be freely allowed 
among the offenders, but no species of gaming, either for amusement or 
otherwise, shall be permitted at the House of Correction. 
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Ssc. 4. Each oftnder, on being disdiarged from the Houee of Cor- 
rectioii,' shall be fnnuBhed wttli a Bible or TeBtament 

Sec. 5. No visitore shall be allowed to hold any communication with 
the offendeiB) or to address them, without permission from the Superin- 
tendent 

Sec. 6. No offender shall be permitted to receive money or presents 
from any person whomsoever, ezoept 8U<^ as may be given as rewards 
for good behavior, by order of the Board of Conttol. 

Sec. 7. The offenders shall be constantly employed in labor during 
eveiy day of the week, except upon the Sabbath, and during the hours 
devoted to instruction and recreation. 

Sec. 8. They shaU, as far as practicable, be so empbyed as to acquire 
a competent knowledge of some useful branch of industry. 

Sec. 9. The time for rising, for school, for refreshment, for recrea- 
tion, and for sleep, among the several months of the year, shalj be as 
stated in the annexed table.

ANNUAL REPORT of the Board of Trustees <tf 
the Michigan Asjluin for the Deaf and Dnmb 
and the Blind. 

To Hii JExcellenqfj the Oovernor of the State of Michigan: 

The Boaid of TrasteoB of the Miobigaa Asylam for the D««f and 
Dumb and the Bliod^ would respectfully submit to your Excdfeuegr 
the foH^wiog BepcMi for the year dosiug on the first day of January, A. D« 
1858. The Legislature at its last Session appropriated, for the variom 
objects mentioned in the act of appropriation, for the use of the Asykiin, 
the sum of thirty-seven thousand five hundred dollars for the year ISbt^ 
and the m^e further sum for the year 185B, under which there has been 
paid out and expended, by James B. Walker, Acting Commissioner, as 
by his statentent herewith submitted and marked '* Schedule A," and 
charged to the Asylum Fund, the sum of thirty-four thousand seven 
hundred and forty-four dollars and ninety-two cento, and} as will appear 
from said Schedule, there has been paid by the State Treasurer from 
that Fand, upon warrants drawn by th^ Auditor Generid, the sum of 
thirty-two thousand eight hundred and fifteen dollars and eighty-seven 
cents, leaving the sum of one thousand nine hundred and trenty-nine 
ddlare and five eentsdue the Acting Commiseioner for money by him 
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actuallj advanced, and for which vouchers have by him been filed in the 
Auditor Qeneral's Office. 

There has alec been expended for said year 1857, and charged to 
the General Fund, the sum of one thousand and twenty-five dollars and 
thirty-three cents; which sum hak been paid by the Acting Commissioner 
and vouohere filed in the Auditor General's Office, while the sum of 
seven hundred and seventy one dollars and fifty-three cents only has 
been received from the State Treasurer, leaving a balance due the 
Acting Commissioner from this Fund, for advances, the sum of twoliun- 
dred and fifty-three doUars and eighty cents^^ * 

There is also due to other individuals, including the Principal of the 
School, teachers, contractors, laborers^ <&c, the sum of about five thou- 
sand four hundred dollars. The Board would here remark, that by 
the construction of the Auditor General, put upon said act of appro- 
priation, the sum of $4,624 13 was by him deducted from the amount 
to be drawn for the year 1857, and charged to the asylum account for 
pUQOuat overdrawn in previous years. And that if the amount a^pro- 
iniated for the year 1857 had been fully received by the Acting Com- 
missioner, there would still be an outstanding indebtedness of nearly 
three thousand dollars; which indebtedness has arisen in consequence 
of a change in the original plan of the foundation of the main edifice. 
For the reason of this change, the Board would refer to the statement 
of the Acting Commissioner, marked ^ Schedule B," and would also 
r^er to the same schedule, for the progress made in the construction of 
said edifice. 

The Board are well aware of the financial difficulties under which 
fdmost every State in the Union is now laboring, and from which Mich- 
igan is by no means exempt, and in consequence of which the balance 
still due the Asylum for the year 1857 has not been paid. They have 
also before them the State Treasurer's Eeport, in which he says he shall 
dedine ^ further payments on appropriations, until provision is made 
to meet the same. Still, as the Acting Commisfinoner has in good faith, 
and with the expectation that the appropriations would be promptly 
paid, entered into contracts for labor and material, whidi in part have 
been fiimished and performed, justice would demand that all snch 
contracts heretofore made, should be fulfilled. And the Board would 
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further add, that the feelings of common humanity would, if poesible, 
prevent that unfortunate class, including the deaf and dumb and the 
blind, from being compelled to leave the Institution for want of means 
to sustain them. We would therefore respectfully ask that your Excel- 
lency urge upon the Legislature about to assemble, the necessity of 
adopting such measures as will relieve this Institution from its present 
embarrassment, and make sure the support of those now in the Institu- 
tion, and the salaries of the Principal and Teachers. 

The Board would also urge the necessity of making available during 
the year 1858, the amount withheld by the Auditor General, and the 
whole of the appropriation due the Asylum for said year. And for 
the purpose of showing the flourishing condition of the Institution, and 
the great want and need of the speedy completion of the main edifice^ 
would herewith transmit a report *made to the Board by B. M. Fay, 
the Principal of said Institution, marked ** Schedule C," as a part of 
this Report. All of which is respectfully submitted.

To the Trustees of the Michigan Asylum for the Education of (he 

Dee/ and Dumb and ^ BUnd: 

Gsntlsmbn: During the year elapsed since my last tleport, our 
Institution has been blessed to an unusual degree with health and pros- 
perity. Except a few cases of illness in the early part of last winter, 
we have been almost entirely exempt from sickness. 

Some of our pupils hare made rapid progress in the aequsition of 
knowledge, and all, considering the difficulties incident to their unfor- 
tunate condition, show a marked improvement 

The whole number of pupils which have been under instruction since 
the opening of the Institution in 1854, is one hundred and thirteen — 
seventy-six Deaf and Dumb and thirty>seven Blind. The whole num- 
ber in attendance since our last Report is one hundred — sixty-seven 
Deaf and Dumb and thirty-three Blind. We have not, however, had 
this number in the Asylum together at any one time. The number in 
attendance the present term, which commenced in October last, is 
ninety — ^sixty-two Deaf and Dumb and twenty-eight Blind. Several 
of our pupils who reside at remote distances from the Asylum and 
went home to spend the vacation, have not yet returned; not having 
the means, in these times of financed embarrassment, for clothing and 
traveling expenses. Others, it is supposed, for the same reason, for 
whom application had been made previous to the commencement <«f 
the present term, have not yet been sent to the Asylum. The whole 
number of persons now occupying the Asylum buildings, including 
fanuly of Principal, teachers and servants, is one hundred and one, and 
some of pur apartments are very much crowded. Previous to the 
opening of the present session, the large room designed for onr Chapel 
services was converted into a dormitory and filled with beds. Oonse- 
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qendy, at great iDcoDvenieiioe, we are obliged to crowd the pupils into 
one of the school roomsy eighteen feet square, for moming and evening 
worship^ and for Sabbath exercises. The sleeping apartments are far 
too full for the comfort and health of the occupants. In the dining 
room every foot of space is occupied. AU the rooms used for cooking, 
washing, ironing, (fee, are so crowded as exceedingly to embarrass 
domestic operations. In one room, about twenty feet square and eight 
high is performed ail the baking and ironing for 101 persons; and the 
same room is used for a wash-room. In this crowded condition with 
our present number, what are we to do with the additional numbera 
who will apply for admission at the commencement of the next term 
in October, 1858, and in the succeeding October, 1869? The main 
building, which has been in process of construction the past seasony 
cannot, with the greatest possible despatch, be completed before Octo- 
ber, 1859. It is exceedingly desirable that somie part of it at least 
should be ready to be occupied at that time, and that no possible failure 
should prevent The parents of the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind had 
their expectations highly raised, and their hearts filled with joy and 
gratitude^ by the noble and libera] appropriation of the last Legislature ; 
but they will be sadly disappointed, and so will every other humane 
and benevolent citizen, if by any contingency the sum appropriated 
should not be made available so as to provide accommodations for these 
children of misfortune at the earliest period practicable. 

There are other weighty reasons why there should be no delay in 
the construction of the main edifice. We have not at present, and 
cannot have till we occupy the new building, any accommodations for 
teaching trades to our boys by which they will be able to procure a^ 
livelihood after they have left the Asylum. This is all important, both 
to the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind It is an essential part of their edn* 
cation and adopted, as such, in all similar institutions in other States. 
Much the larger proportion of our pupils are from families in moderate 
cifcomstances pecuniarDy, and will be dependent on themselves for 
support after they have finished their course of instruction at the 
Asylum. If they do not acquire some trade or handicraft here, they 
will not, a^ a general thing, ever acquire them at all; and consequently, 
their maintenance will continue to be, in some form, a burden to the 
State. We have felt, ever since the opening of the Iustituti(M^ 
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and siUl keenly feel the want of shops for teaching the Deaf and 
Dumb fihoemakibg, cabinet-making, tailoring, <&c., and for teachiog the 
Blind to manufacture brushes, brooms, baskets, <fec. It is proposed to 
use the basement rooms of the present building for this purpose just as 
soon as we can get possession of the main edifice. Unless progress 
on the building, which is necessarily suspended daring the winter, 
is resumed early in the Spring, and your original design of erecting the 
remaining portion of the walls and putting on the roof before another 
winter, shall be accomplished, the walls already laid — ^nearly one-half 
the whole height — will suffer, from the storms and frosts of two win- 
ters, great deterioration. It is an essential matter of economy, there- 
fore, in order to protect what has been already done, that the remaining 
portion be constructed during the next season. But I doubt not that 
you, gentlemen of the Board of Trustees, are well aware of the necessity 
of carrying forward the work, which has been so auspiciously begun 
and successfully prosecuted thus far, to as speedy a termination as 
possible.

To the Board of Trustees of the Michigan Aiylum for the Deaf 

and Dwnby and the Blind: 

The undenigned having been appointed '^Acting Commissioner," 
would respeotfully report: That upon commencing the erection of the 
main buDding for said Asylum, it was deemed advisable to visit the 
New York Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, which had been re- 
cently finished, upon a plan simOar to the one upon which ours was to 
be erected. 

Upon visiting said Institution, it was found that a basement was fin- 
ished under the whole building, which was so used and occupied as to 
render it an indispensable part of the building; as without it there 
would be no place for bath rooms, washing rooms, ironing and drying 
rooms, store rooms, &c. ; and that for many other purposes, room could 
be procured in that way at much less expense than in any other way. 

It was therefore decided so to change the original plan, as to put a 
basement under the whole building. 

It was also found to be necessary to increase the thickness of that 
portion of the outside walls, in which were to be constructed heating 
and ventillating flues. 

These changes in the original plan, although increasing the expense 
nearly three thousand dollars, were deemed entirely indispensable in 
order to have the building, when completed, answer fully the purpose 
for which ic was intended. 

Excavations were commenced as early as practicable in the spring 
and the work pushed forward with all possible dispatch, although much 
delayed by the very unfavorable weather of a large portion of the sea- 

2 
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SOD, until the walis are all carried to a level with the seoond story floor, 
and all the joiats pat in for the basement, first and second stories, and 
the window and outside door frames for the basement and first story. 

The walls have been carried to an average hight of twenty-eight feet 
above the fonndations^ and are as well covered and secured for the win* 
ter as it is possible for them to be without a roof, and all the work has 
been carried fully to the point anticipated in the commencement, al- 
though the latter portion of it has been done at great inconvenience to, 
and personal sacrifice by the '^Acting Commissioner^' and some of the 
contractors and laborers, for want of funds, as may readily be seen by 
reference to the statement of receipts and expenditures hereto annexed,^ 
and marked ^Schedule A."

It also shows ^le ne- 
cessity of a constant increase of pnson accommodations and workshops; 
and taken in connection with the high prices of provisions and the large 
number of convicts employed by the State, mostly in the building de- 
partment will explain the cause of the increased expenditures of the 
Prison, during the past year.

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The tables showing the disbursemeDts (it will be observed) do not 
oonespond exacUj with the aotoal oostof supportiiig the Pmozk Many 
of the supplies are porchased on credit, and the balance of the salaries 
due the officers and guards for each quarter's services, are usually settled 
and paid at the beginoing of the succeeding quarter. As a genera] mle^ 
the debts of the Prison, vary from $2,000 to $5,000, at the beginning of 
each quarter, and the disbursements do not vary much from the actual 
cost of supporting the institution ; but the debts due from the Prisoii on 
the Ist day of December last, were much larger in amount than usual^ 
in consequence of the default of some of the contractors for Urge 
amounts, as heretofore stated.

On comparing the foregoing with table No lY, the reader will ob- 
serve that there is generally but little differenoe between the disburse- 
ments for each clagss of expenditures, and the actual cost of tbe same. 

The increase in the number of convicts rendered it necessar. to em- 
ploy an additional number of officers, to look after them; and ?he pro- 
cess ci building and taking down the front wall of the Prison yard, has 
rendered an increase of guards necessary during the past year. 

By reference to the Inventory of personal property accompanying-

The large increase in the number of convicts has rendered an in- 
crease of beds and bedding, and other furniture, necessary, and contribu- 
ted to swell the aggregate expenses of the Prison. 

The panic and revulsion has been very severe during the last four 
months, checked and greatly lessened sales, and collections, and pro- 
duced a geueral stagnation of business, and almost paralyzed many 
classes of business. 

The business of the contractors has been so much affected by the 
general embarrassments and^stagnation, that it has been very«difficiilt, 
and perhaps, impossible, for some of them to meat promptly their en- 
gagements with the State. Their defaults have embarrassed the Agent, 
and the ffnancial operations of the Prisdn, as stated by the Agent in his 
report 

In view of the large amounts due to the Prison, the Inspectors recom- 
mend that the Legislature pass an act giving the Agent a lien upon all 
the machinery, tools and stock of the contractors, which are or mi^ 
hereafter be within the workshops and Prison yard, for all monies 
due and to become due for convict labor — ^and authorize bim to detidn 
the property, until all such debts shall be paid. Such a law would add 
greatly to the security of the State, and tAve a salutary influence upon 
contractors. Congress has given the United States a preference^ as a 
creditor,'over all other creditors, in the distribution of the assets of insol- 
vent debtors. 

The past has been an eventful year, in the hiat<»y of Prisons. Da- 
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ring the month of December last, two offioen of the Massachusetts 
State Prison were assassioated by oonYicts; and in May last, a formida- 
ble insurrection occurred in the New York Prison at Sing Sing. About 
sixty convicts rose in rebellion in the day-time and escaped from the 
Prison; but by the address, bravery and energy of the officers, with ' 
some other persons, they were soon captured and taken back to Prison. 

Numerous escapes from other State Prisons and county jails have oc- 
curred during the past year. During the year 1856, eleven convicts 
escaped from th^ State Prison of Indiana who were not re-taken, 
when the report at the end of the year was made; and during the year 
1854, no less than twenty escaped from tEe same Prison, fourteen of 
whom were not re-taken. 

Facts like these will show the people the difficulty and danger of 
confining ingenious and desperate convicts. 

Several convicts have escaped from our Prison during the past year,, 
ail cf whom hftve been re-taken and returned to the Prison, except three ^ 
though the pursuit and re-capture of them has been necessarily attend- 
ed with very considerable expense, which has greatly swelled the mil- 
eellaneous expenses of the Prison, during the year. Believing that the 
people will expect, and are entitled to^ accurate information fronoi ii» 
officers of the Prison, in relation to the escapei^ as a part of the history 
and transactions of the Prison during the year, the following statements- 
of the fkcts have been carefully prepared, to show the circumstances un- 
der which the escapes occurred, and the measures and precautions wUch 
have been taken to avoid them In future. 

Five life-convicts escaped from the solitary Prison, in the night-time,. 
IB February last; all of whom have been re-taken, except Frederick 
Haynes. They succeeded in breaking one of the cast-iron window- 
frames, and thereby ejected their escape. 

The window-frames were procured by Mr. Titus, while Building 
Oommissioner, and were cast by his direction for the sectary Prison.. 
They were cast only about one-fourth of an inch thick, set in the brick 
waHs, and have not proved sufficient for the purpose. One of the eon* 
viets (perhaps with the assistance of another) snooeeded in breaking one 
of those cast-iron window-frames, and soon dug out brick enough to en- 
able them to crawl out. The convicts in the adjoining cells dug through 
the partition walls of brick into the cell where the window-frame was. 
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broken, and all five mad^ their escape through the breach at the win- 
dow, into the Prison yard and over the east wall of the Prison yard, 
which is only from 16 to 17 feet in height 

On investigating the matter, believing that the guard was not suffi- 
ciently vigilant, but was negligent, he was discharged by the Agent, by 
the direction of the Inspectors. The fdlowing measures and precau- 
tions have been since taken, to render the prison more secure : 

1st. New iron window frames have been cast, an inch in thickness. 

2d. Tne new frames have been set in, and surrounded by large blocks- 
of cut stone, so that they lie solid, and cannot be broken with any in- 
strument which a convict can procure. 

3d. The exterior walls have all been lined on the inside with two 
tiers of two inch oak plank, well spiked together, and a layer of heavy 
plates of boiler iron put between them. 

4^ The Inspectors have ordered the partition walls between the 
cells to be planked on each side with two inch oak plank, to prevent 
convicts from digging through from one cell into another, and th6 work 
has been mostly done. 

5th. The walls between the cells and the halls, have been lined on 
the inside with two inch oak plank, covered with plates of boiler iron. 

6th. The interior cast-iron plate doors, procured by Mr. Titus, have 
been thrown aside^ and wrought-iron grated doors substituted in their 
places; and the outer doors have been perforated, so that noises made 
in the cells can be easily heard in the hall. 

Five convicts escaped from the uppet tier of cells of the old Prison, 
on the night of the fourth of March; three of whom have been re- 
taken, leaving Thomas Conlan and Elijah Badjero still at large. They 
bored, sawed and broke through the covering of one of the cells, and 
from thence got through the roof. 

The upper tier of cells was built by Mr. Tittts, and covered by hiniy. 
with two iach pbe plaok, plates of cast iron screwed down to the plank, 
and a second tier of two inch oak plank put over the plates of iron, 
crosswise to the first tier of plank. 

Sinoe the escapes ooouvred, the tops of the cells have been made se- 
cure, as' the Inspectors and officers of the Prison beHeve, by putting 
over theaa an additional covering of oak joist?, two by six inches in aise, 
set up oa their edges, thoroughly spiked together, and another tier of 
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two inch oak plank put crosswise over the joiste, firmly spiked to 
them, and the top filled with nails to prevent the convicts from 
working through them with Augurs, saws, chissels, or any other instru- 
ments which they can obtain. The covering of plank and timber over 
the.cells is now twelve inches thick, besides the plates of iron, spikes 
and nails. 

Inasmuch as there are trip-hammers, forges and forge hammers, 
blacksmithing tools, wi^nmakers' and joiners' tools, grindstones and 
emery-straps, carried by steam power, in the shops, and an abundance 
of wood and iron within the prison walls, it will be readily perceived, 
that the convicts have facilities for making knives and deadly weapons, 
and making and obtaining such small instruments as they can conceal 
in their clothee^ and take to their cells, to aid them in making their 
escape. There are but few kinds of labor at >7hich convicts can be 
employed, without, putting tools in their hands, which they may use, 
either to attack their keepers, or to aid them in an attempt to escape. 

The walls around the Philadelphia Prison are said to be thirty feet 
in height, and the walls around most other Prisons, are from twenty- 
four to twenty-eight feet high. The north and east walls of our Prison 
yard are only from sixteen to eighteen feet in height, and the west wall 
about eighteen to nineteen feet The yard is necessarily filled with 
boards, plank and other lumber and timber, for the use of the Contrac- 
tors and the Building Commissioner, which furnish such facilities to 
convicts, that the most active and daring aooong them can occasionally 
find opportunities and means te get over the walls, if they can escape 
the balls of the guards. This is clearly shown by the experience of 
past year. In fact, the walls are so low, and the facilities for escaping 
over them so obvious to, desperate, cunning and active convicts, that 
the tendency is to make them restless, and to encourage consfHracies, 
schemes, and attempts to escape. 

Such being the case, the undefsigned are of opinion tlutt the walls 
of the Prison yard should be nused at least seven feet» and made from 
twenty-four to twenty-five feet in height; and they reooomend that an 
appropriation for that purpose, be made by the next Legiabtoie, of seven 
thousand doUais. 

William McCoy, a convict, escaped over the west wall of the Piison 
jard in the day time, in May last, wss fired at and wounded in the arm 
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and legv bj two of the gimrda, ptrtudly disibledy and retaken on the 

lame day. 

Thomas Smith escaped over the north wall of the Priaon^yard in the 
day time, the latter part of Augott, was fired at by one of the guards, 
but esoaped uninjured. He was, however, pursued and re-taken the 
same day. On investigating the matter, the Agent discharged the 
guard then guarding the north wall, being of opinion that he was inat- 
tentive, and not vigilant — that he should have seen, but did not see 
Smith in time to shoot him. 

During the past year, a number of large knives, dirks,. and otber in- 
struments, have been found by the keepers, which were made by the 
convicts, with the evident design to be used in attacking their keepem, 
and in fighting their way to make their escape over the walls, or through 
the gate or doors of the Prison. 

On the 7th of September last, a desperate attempt to escape, was 
made by five oonvictB, to-wit: Geoige Heney, John Mooney, Benja- 
min F« Dade, Donald Harbaugh and Esekiel Bates. Hersey and Moon^ 
ey put a bug plank up to the north wall of the Prison yard, and eilec- 
ted their escape over the wall. They were shot at by two of the guards, 
without effect The others attempted to follow, and were knocked off 
the plank by Owen Glancy, a convict Dade, Harbaugh and Bates, were 
all prevented from getting over the wall, by the timely interference of 
said Glancy, and the officers and employees of the Prison. A' severe 
fight ensued, in which the insurgents were finally overcome and secured. 
Dade was armed with a hatchet^ renewed the fight twice, fought des- 
perately, and was not overcome until his head was badly bruised, and 
one of his arms broken. Hersey and Mooney were re-taken the same 
day. 

On investigating the matter, we find that several other convicts were 
much excited and attempted to leave their shop and join the conspira^ 
tors, but were prevented by the timely interference and efficient aid of 
Messrs. Plnney, Baker and Durfee, employees in the shops, and by 
John Waterman and Willis Speny, who were convicts. Owen Glan- 
oey was pardoned by the Governor soon afterwards for his services cs 
the occasion, and Waterman has since ' been pardoned. B^eving that 
the services of Sperry on that occasion, were also^ very valuable to the 
State; that they tended to sow distrust among the conspirators, and die- 
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courage them, as well as to thwart their efforts bj threats and physi- 
cal force, and that such services and fidelity to the State, shoald be re- 
membered and rewarded, the Inspectors and oflScers of the Prison ha?e 
joined in a recommendation to the Governor to pardon him also. 

The following resolutions were adopted by the Board of Inspectors 
at their meeting on the 10th of September: 

Ist. Besolved, That the thanks of the Board of Inspectors, andthrough 
them of the State of Michigan, are hereby presented to Messrs. Waldo, 
Binghaaa, Corwin and Elliot, oflScers of the State Prison, and to Messrs. 
Owen, Pinney, and Baker who are employed in the Prison, as a recc^- 
nition of the value of their services, courage and energy, during the re- 
cent insurrection, and attempt on the 7th instant, of convicts Dade, 
Hersey, Bates, Harbaugh and Mooney, to make their escape — ^and the 
efficiency of said Waldo, Bingham and others, in preventing the escape 
of said convicts — ^and the clerk is hereby directed to give each of said 
gentlemen a certified copy of this resolution. 

2d. JResohedj That the Agent of the Prison be and is hereby directed 
to pay Messrs. Clements and Burns, guards of the Prison, thfe sum of 
five dollars each, as a recognition of the value of their services, and 
as a reward for their energy and efficiency in putting balls through the 
aim and leg of McCoy, a convict, while he was making his escape, in 
May last — ^whereby he was disabled and by reason thereof was re-taken 
and returned to the Prison, by a Mr. Chase, to whom the Agent is au- 
thorized to pay a reward often dollars for his services. 

3d. Eesolved, That the Agent is hereby authorized to pay Martin A. 
Heim and Patrick Tiemey, five dollars each, as a reward for arresting 
and returning to the Prison, one Mooney, a convict, who escaped on the 
7th instant. 

4th. Resolved, That the Agent be and he is hereby authorized to pay 
Messrs. Foster, Calvin T. Beebe, Bush and Chase, the sum of ten doi- 
lars each, for pursuing, arresting, and returning to the Prison, about 
ten days since, one Smith, a convict who had made his escape. 

The Solitary Prison proving insecure, it was deemed unsafe to confine 
convicts in it, and put tools into their hands to work with, which might 
be used as instruments to efiect their escape. Hence the most of the 
life convicts did not earn much for several months, and until the Prison 
was repaired, improved, and made much stronger, as is hereinbefore 
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itated. In fact, the people need Bot expect that the productive earn- 
ings of convicts in solitary confinement will ever amount to very much; 
but may expect to support them mostly by taxation* 

The Female Prison, we have reason to believe, has been generally 
well managed. The Prison has been kept cleanly and neat; the con- 
victs have been generally quiet, submissive, and reasonably industrious; 
and their labor has been as productive to the State, as could reasonably 
be expected under the circumstances. For more full information, 
reference may be had to the Report of the Matron, hereto appended. 

We fully concur with the Matron in opinion, that the Female Prison 
IB too small, and that it will be necessary to enlarge it very soon. This 
can be done by building an addition to the north end of it, extending 
the hall through the addition, building cells on each side of it, above 
and below ; thereby merely extending the building, without chang^g 
the plan of it 

The Chaplain's Report, hereto appended, shows the intellectual and 
moral condition of the convicts, and the efforts made to improve them. 
The facts hereinbefore stated, and the Report of the Deputy, of the 
punishments inflicted during the year^ will also afford some mformation 
in relation to the character of a portion of them. 

Without intending to assert that the doctrine of total depravity ap- 
plies to all convicts, we do affirm the belief that it strietly applies to a 
la^ proportion of them. While we have reason to believe that some 
few will have their moral sensibilities quickened, their consciences ren- 
dered more active, and their mora), religious, and other useful knowledge 
increased, and will leave the Prison perfectly reformed-^a large ma- 
jority of them will have the violence of their passions moderated, their 
views of vice and crime changed, and their habits and morals improved 
by their confinement, and the discipline to which they are subject in the 
Prison, and that they will go out of it much better men. 

But many of them will leave the Prison without any moral sense or 
Conscience, which will have the least tendency to restrain them from the 
commission of crime in future; though their experience in prison, thut 
the way of the transgressor is hard, will have a tendency to make them 
at least more timid and cautious, and operate as a powerful intelieotual 
lestraint, to deter them from the future oommission of crimes and of- 
/ences* 
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Afi stated by the Chaplain, an iocrease of the library is much needed^ 
The present statote allows the Inspectors to appropriate only $100 per 
year for the purdbaaeof books. This was a reasonable sum for books 
at (be time the statute was passed, ten years since, when the convicts 
numbered only about 120 persons — ^but it is a sum entirely insufficient 
for over 400 persons. We are of opinion that from $250 to 9300 
should be appropriated annually for books for the conyicts, and that 
such an appropriation would tend to promote the best interest of the 
Prison and of the State. 

Books of a proper character will not only increase the useful knowl- 
edge of the convicts, but they will also so occupy the minds of many of 
them, as to render them more quiet, contented, and submissive to au- 
thority, and prevent them from brooding over plans, schemes and con- 
spiracies to effect their escape. We therefore recommend such a change 
of the statute, as to authorize the Inspectors to appropriate $300 annu- 
ally for such purposes. 

The Report of the Deputy, hereto appended, shows the character and 
variety of punishments in use at the Prison, and the number of each 
daas inflicted during the past year. Though two hundred and twenty 
four (224) punishments hare been inflicted during the year, as appears 
by the report of the Deputy, yet a much less number of convicts have 
been punished — as some of them have been punished twice, and others 
three or more times. The facts heretofore stated will show the necea- 
aity of severe punishments in many instances, as well as of great vigi- 
Imce. The principal mutineers who participated in the insurrection of 
September 7th, wore whipped severely. In fact, it is a general rule to 
punish severely all convicts (when re-taken) \( ho have escaped from the 
Prison. 

The Board have reason to believe that punishments have been inflicted 
firmly, but judiciously and properly, and with a 'proper degree of 
humanity, and by no means with too great severity. They believe that 
the statute passed at the last session of the Legislature, to en- 
courage convicts to submit to the rules of the Prison, and to oon« 
duct themselves properly, by authorizing a small reduction in the term 
of service of those who do so conduct themselves, has had a favorable 
influence upon a large majority of the convicts, but think it has had no 
effect whatever upon a large number of them. 
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( For the views of the Board more in detail upon the subject of dis* 
cipliue, reference may be bad to their report of December, 1856, up<Hi 
pages 16 and 17, as printed.) 

The rules of the Prison have been revised, classified, re-arranged, cor- 
rected, many deficiencies supplied, many new rules added, and the 
whole republished during the past year, a oopy of whieh is hereto ap- 
pended, as a part of this report 

An attempt has been made by the Inspectors not merely to prescribe 
the geneial powers and duties of the officers of the Prison, and the em- 
ployees therein, but to point out, as far as practicable, the modes in 
which they should discharge their duties, and conduct themselves to- 
wards each other, and towards the convicts; and the manner in which 
they should act in certain cases, and under certain exigenciee. The 
rules adopted are designed to be suggestive; to contain a dear and me- 
thodical code of instruction for inexperienced officers; and to soggiest to 
their minds, in general terms, a proper mode of action, in many exigen- 
cies which will be likely to happen. They will save the Agent and 
Deputy the necessity of much instruction in detail to subordinate offi- 
cers — ^give them more accurate instruction than they would be likely to 
obtain from the Agent, in most cases; and it is hoped, may tend to im- 
prove the general management, order and discipline of the Prison. In 
the revision, the Inspectors have been aided by the advice and sugges- 
tions of the Agent, Clerk, Deputy, and Building Commissioner; as well 
as by the rules of other Prisons, from which they have borrowed many 
valuable provisions. 

The undersigned again respectfully^ recommend to the consideration 
of the Legislature, the expediency of taking measures to repeal section 
three of Article 18 of the Constitution, which purports to prohibit 
instruction being given to convicts in certain mechanical trades. For 
their reasons in support of this recommendation they respectfully refer to 
their Annual B>eport of December, 1855, pages 12 to 14, as printed.) 

The Report of Mr. Seaton, the Building Commissioner, hereto at- 
tached, shows in a very dear, concise and methodical manner, the opem- 
tions of the building department during the past year. He shows that 
he has drawn, and expended the balance of the appropriation of 1855, 
amounting to $4,209 70, and has drawn $19,000 of the appropriation 
of January, 1857, leaving $13,000 of the latter appropriation, not 
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drawn at the date of this report; whidk is believed to be snfflcient to 
complete the buildings and improvements contemplated in the act of 
appropriation. He has got the east ^ing of the prison enclosed, built 
the workshops contemplated in the act of appropriation; and under the 
direction of the Board of Inspectors has built an additional shop, 145 
feet in length, 42 wide, and two stories high, whidi was necessary to 
accommodate the contractors who have the contract for making cabinet- 
work. 

The trip-hammer shop and engine-house, are |^ut one story high, 
with brick walls sixteen inches thick. The walls of the other work- 
shops are built with pilasters, those of the first story being sixteen inches 
thick, exclusive of the pilasters. The walls are well grouted, strong and 
firm. The roofs are well planned, framed and braced, for strong self- 
supporting roofs ; and the roof timbers, and the timbers to support the 
floors, are of suflBcient size to make the buildings firm and strong, which 
will enable them to stand the influence of a steam engine and the run- 
ning of machinery without trembling. The undersigned think the 
builder can point to them with patisfaction and pride, as remarkably 
well planned, substantial and firm buildings of their kind. If they 
should be well taken care of, we think tTiey will |^e as firm and sub- 
stantial at the end of fifty years, as -the old work-shops were at the end 
of twelve or fifteen years from the time of their erection. 

The east wing of the Prison is also a substantial and noble structure; 
creditable to the builder as well as to the State. The whole work has 
been done with as much economy as is consistent with the best interests 
of the State. The east wing of the Prison is designed for four tiers of 
cells of 80 each; making in all 320 cells; 40 of the cells will soon be 
completed and ready for the reception of convicts. They are and have 
been much needed for some months past; over forty convicts, from 
necessity, having been lodged in the open hall of the west wing. This 
has been attended with great hazard, but it couM not be avoided. 

Of the 1*70 convicts received during the year, only 9 were born in 
this State ; and 82, or nearly one-half of them, were sent from four coun- 
ties, three of which lie on the Michigan Central, and one on the Michi- 
gan Southern Railroad, to wit : 
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From Wayne county, 33 

Jackson county, 11 

Calhoun county, 14 

Lenawee county, 24 

— sa 

These four counties have less than a fourth part of the population of 
the State, and yet they have sent nearly as many convicts as all the 
remaining counties of the State. 

Since the completion of the Ohio Railroads, and the Railroad across 
Canada, connecting with our Roads, the two great Roads across our 
State have become thoroughfares for traveling thieves, burglars, dealers 
in counterfeit money, pickpockets and blacklegs. They come from 
Western New York, Ohio, and Canada, to Detroit and Adrian, and 
from thence cross our Peninsula to Chicago, St Louis and other towns 
on the Mississippi, and pass back and forth. They sometimes go in 
companies, with false keys and instruments to commit burglary, and 
send one or more of their number in advance, to get information. 
They usually remain in a town but a few days, and as soon as they 
have excited the attention of the police, they are off, and pass on to 
another city or town, to commit new depredations. In no other mode 
can the vast increase of crime in this State (since the completion of the 
chain of Railroads from the Hudson to the Mississippi) be accounted 
for. 

From 1844 to 1848, inclusive, the number of convicts in our Prison 
ranged from 102 to 128. From 1849 to 1858, inclusive, the number 
increased from 128 to 205. During the years 1854, 1855 and 1856, 
the number increased from 205 to 349 — equal to 48 annually. During 
the past year, including the juvenile convicts, convicted of State Prison 
offences, and sent to the House of Correction, they have increased 
about 80, and when we get another thoroughfare across the State, 
from Detroit to Milwaukee, we may expect the increase to be still more 
rapid. 

The Superintendent of the House of Correction responded to a re- 
quest for information, and kindly informed us that the number of juven- 
ile convicts under his charge was fifty-four — ^that one of them was less 
than 10 years old — seven of them from 17 to nearly 19 years of age, 
and the remaining forty-six, between the ages of 10 and 17. That 
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twelve of them had lost both parents; eight of them had lost their 
&ther only, and nine of them had lost their mother only. Showing 
Uiat twenty-nine, or more ihan half of them, had lost either one or both 
parents, and that the parents of three others had separated. 

Inquiries have been instituted to ]eam the number of the oonvicta 
eonfined in this Prison, who were left orphans when they were under 18 
years of age. Whole number in Prison, Nov. dOth, 411. 

Number who had lost both parents while under 18 years of age,. 58 

Number who had lost their father only, 66 

Number who had lost their mother only, ..46 

—190 

Or nearly one- half the whole, who had lost one or both parents when 
under 18 years of age. 

What a lesson these facts teach. How forcibly they teach the im- 
portance of such an institution as the House of Correction, and the 
necessity of having orphans looked after by public officers, and provided 
with suitable homes and employment, before they become criminals. 

The report of Dr. Turniclif^ the Physician of the Prison, hereto ap- 
pended , shows an unusual amount of sickness and mortality during the 
past year: 

Deaths, of Typhoid remittent fever, 6 

** ** Consumption, 6 

** *' other diseases, and causes, 6

The Typhus fever, or Typhoid intermittent fever, as the Physician 
calls it, broke out in the Prison the latter part of January, and during the 
months ot January and Februaiy, there were no less than 64 cases, and 
11 cases in March. Many of the cases were severe, and six resulted 
in death. 

The causes are referred to in the Physician^s report It is believed 
that the causes were deficient ventilation, and excessive cold weather. 
The cell ventilators were closed up by the former Building Commis- 
sioner, contrary to the express direction of the Board of Inspecton*, as 
stated in our last annual repot t. 

The windows of the Prison are all suspended upon pulleys, with 
eords and weights, so that they can be let down from the top, as well ae 
Mised from the bottopi, without difficulty ; wherebv the hall can be and 
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is mo0t perfectly ventilated, when the weather is so mild as to admit the 
windows to be kept open enough for that purpose. But it will be re- 
mranbered that the past winter was one of the most severe ever known 
m thk climate — that the mercury sank from I to 20 degrees below ze- 
ro, every day for eight or ten days in succession, at two or three differ- 
ent periods during the months of December, January and February, 
and that we had but. few mild winter days for more than six successive 
weeks.: 

The Hospital was not ready for the reception of convicts until about 
the middle of January, and it was necessary to keep the sick and inva- 
lids in the open hall, as had been the custom ever since the erection of 
the Prison. Hence the difficulty of ventilating the Prison by opening 
the windows during the excessive cold weather, where the sick and in- 
valids were kept during the day, as well as night, in the open hall. 
That difficulty was partially removed by the completion of ihe Hospi- 
tal, and the removal of the sick and invalids into it; but the deficient 
ventilation of the cells cannot be easily remedied. No such difficulty 
had ever been manifest in the Prison before that time ; and Mr. Titus 
supposed that if the hall itself were sufficiently ventilated, the (Sells 
would become so, through the grated doors. The result shows how 
great was his mistake. 

The diarrhoea, with some few cases of dysentery, commenced among 
the convicts the latter part of July, and prevailed during the months of 
August and the fore part of September; but it did not spring from lo- 
cal causes, originating or confiDed to the Prison or Prison-yard. Those 
diseases prevailed more extensively in the city of Jackson, and in the vi- 
cinity for miles around, and were more iatal than they were in the 
Prison. 

Though there were in the Prison 85 cases of diarrhoea in July, 207 

in August, and 37 in September, and sixteen cases of dysentery during 

the same period, all of them yielded to medical treatment, and none of 

them terminated fatally. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Making the actual eipenditures for the support

There is now due from contractors and other sources, the sum of 
$9,662 78 — which is a much larger amount than is usunlly owing to 
the Prison at the close of the fiscal year. 

This is mainly owing to the severe commercial revulsion through 
which the country has recently passecd, affectmg alike, all classes of busi- 
ness men, and especially those who are manufacturing largely at the 
Priaon, and depend on the sale of the manufactured articles to make 
payment for the labor of convicts, having been disappointed in the ready 
sale of their wares as heretofore, they have been obliged to b^ the 
indulgence of the Prison officers until such time as business shall revive, 
or money matters becomes more easy. 

We had no alternative but to allow them such indulgence, as endeav- 
oring to enforce collections would not have relieved our present necessi- 
ties, for it would have taken time, during which the Prison must be 
supplied with provisions, clothing, and officera, all of which demand 
prompt pay. 

We were, therefore, compelled to ask for a larger amount from the 
Treasury of the State, than was anticipated at the commencement of the 
fiscal year. 

In my last annual report, I mentioned the fkct that the expenses of 
the Prison would be yearly augmented in proportion to the increase of 
its inmates. 

The average increase of convicts the past year has been 62 8-10, ma- 
king an extra expense for their support, over that of last year, of about 
$6,000. 

All kinds of produce (until recently) have commanded the highest 
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prices known in the State, nnoe 1838; this item has added largely to 
OUT expenses, together with the additional namber of keepers, and 
guards, demanded bj the increase of convicts, and the lack of cells in 
which to confine them. 

There has been performed for the Building Commissioner, on the 
building department, 12,871 days labor by conyicts, which at the 
average contract price (S7^ cents per day) will amount to 14,638 02, 
for which we receive nothing towards defVaying the expense for support 
of the Pris(Hi. 

For these reasons, the past year, contrary to our anticipations, has 
been one of unparalelled demand on the Treasury. 

The contract of Messrs. Austin & Tomlinson, for making wagoni, 
sleighs, and carriages, went into effect, as per agreement, the first day df 
June last. 

In December last, we entered into a contract with Messrs. Whipple 
A Bouton, for the labor of from 26 to 40 convicts, to manu&cture boots 
and shoes, at 56 cents per day, to continue five years; that nko went 
into operation the 21st of Septetmber last. 

Since my last report, we have also made a contract with Henry GKl- 
bert for the labor of from 30 to 50 convicts, for a term of five yean, to 
be employed in the manufacture of cabinet ware, chairs and brooms, at 
40 cents per day. This contract was to have commenced the first day 
of October last, but in consequence of Mr. Gilbert being disappointed 
IB the receipt of his machinery, it has not got fully under way, but 
we expect to furnish him with his full number of men soon. 

With few exceptions, the convicts the past year have been well dis- 
poeed. The prospect of a speedy pardon takes possession of the convict 
the moment he enters the Prison, and unrelaxing hope sustains him 
throughout his incarceration. If it were possible to deprive them of 
this hope, they would lose all incentive to industry and obedience. 

That hope of a pardon, and the happy influence exerted upon the 
convicts by the passage of the law of last winter, giving them a portion 
of their time off from their sentence, for good behavior, induces a faithr 
ful application to duty, and earnest efforts to reform, and may really be 
considered the right arm of our discipline.* 

*Thirtj •three hKf% been dtochaiYed by expiraton of eentenoe since thet law went into ef- 
fect, 30 of whom b«Te availed themselTes of its benefits, and hare eacb gained from one to 
seren days. 
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The punifthments that have been inflicted' the pa9t year» hare been 
zeported to jou from time to time at your regular monthly meetings; 
they have been of a mild character, and have not extended to bat few 
in nnmber, comparatively. % 

For information relative to the other departments^ I vrould reepectfiilly 
refer you to the reports of the Physician, Chaplain, and Matron, who 
have each performed well their part, and contributed largely to the 
support of a proper discipline, and maintaining and enforcing the 
lawful rules of the institution. 

In conclusion, I would acknowledge my renewed obligations to the 
Inspectora and the officers of the Prison, for the uniform kindness and 
good feeling which has charaetwised our official intercourse the past 
year.

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MATRON'S REPORT. 



Female Convict Prison, ) 
Jackson, Dec. Y, 1857. J 

To the Inspectors of Michigan State Prison: 

Gentlemen — Having been appoiDted to the management of this 
Prison, tbe first day of September last, I can say but little about its 
condition from personal observation ; but from the records, I may be 
enabled to furnish some information. 

I find that on the 30th day of November, 1856, the number of fe- 
male convicts in this Prison was 13. Since that time there has arrived 
3; brought back that had ee^caped, 2; pardoned, 2; died, 1, leaving an 
increase over last year, 2. At the present time, we have 15 convicts in 
this department. They are all employed at work for the State. They 
are employed as follows: as cook, 1 ; at washing, from 1 to 2; at the 
Agenfs, 1 ; at sewing, 10, and 1 invalid; and for the last two months, 
1 has been insane. 

These employed at sewing make shirts, sheets, pillow-slips, aprons and 
towels for the men, besides mending shirts, making their own cloth- 
ing, <&c. 

The health of the Prison has generally been good, during the severe 
sickness that existed in the city this fall — the convicts were most of them 
free from the prevailing disease. The death that occurred, I think was 
from a long standing disease. She had every assistance tbat medical 
skill could give, or carefu] nursing could impart. 

I ought perhaps to call your attention to the improper condition of 
this Prison. You are, without doubt, aware that its size renders it quite^ 
insufficient for the use for which it was designed ; if the increase should 
continue as it has for tbe past year, every cell would be occupied, as the 
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smaUiMfls of the kitchen and washroom fender it neoeesarj at the pra»- 
ent time to occupy nearly all the empty cells for storerooms. Should 
they be occupied by convictSi it would make it very difficult to get. 
along. Therefore, I would respectfully suggest that some improvement 
be entered into as soon as practicable. 

The discipline of this Prison has not perhaps been as strictly attended 
to since I have taken the management of it, as it should have been. 

You may be aware that I came here comparatively a stranger to the 
duties I had to perform, and the severe illness of the Agent, immedi- 
ately after my taking possession, rendered it impossible for me to re- 
ceive any instructions from him ; consequently I had to learn my duties 
by eiperience. Of late I have endeavored to enforce more strict dis- 
cipline, and think that good results arise from it. I have resorted to 
severe punishment in but few instances. As a general thing, a gentle-, 
reproof is sufficient 

In the moral condition of the convicts under my charge I feel a deep> 
interest, and I think there is a growing desire in some, for their soul's, 
salvation. There is at times deep thought, whidh leads thera to inquire 
into these things, in order to learn the way more perfectly ; which are 
the results of the labors of our excellent Chaplain. 

In conclusion, I would say that it is my wish to manage this part of 
the State Prison to the best >of my ability, according to your wishes, . 
and I hope that I may receive your advice and council from time to 
time, that I may be enabled to give that satisfaction which is required*.

CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



To the Inapeeiora of the Mkhigan State Prison : 

GsKTLBMKv: — ^Tfae report of our highlj esteemed Agent, will advise 
70a of the large increase in the numher of convicts, in our State Prison, 
during the fiscal year just closed ; and I will try and give you a true 
statement, in regafd to what has been done for the intellectual and 
moral culture of these men and women, and what has been the result 
of these efforts. 

Themie every variety of intellect, represented in this body of human- 
ity, and nearly every grade of moral character, from the unfortunate 
victim of external influences, of an evil kind, to ^e arch-villaio , whose 
plans are devised in secret, and who glories in the darkest crimes. 

The very large proportion of these convicts can read, and manifest 
a desire for books, and these spend the most of their leisure time in pe- 
rusing such as we are able, from time to. time, to place before them. 

In our last annual purchase of books, we had an eye to the intellect 
and hear( of each convict; and made selection of such works, as we 
judged adapted to the work of instruction and reform. 

This selection and purchase was made, according to your iDstruction, 
by the Clerk of the Prison, and myself, and consists of 125 volumes, 
large and small; and cost eighty-eight dollars and three cents. 

Our library needs replenishing the present year, and that early ; as 
many of our books are really worn out, and will soon become utterly 
useless, and our number of readers are increasing constantly, and will 
undoubtedly continue to increase. I hope, therefore, you will deem it 
important to make another appropriation of money to be expended for 
sueh purposes as the statute allows. 

Our Sabbath school has been continued regularly, every Sabbath 
uiorning, commencing at o'clock, and continuing one hour, vnth an av- 
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enig» attendance of about 100 oonvieta, the greater part of whooi have 
manifeBted an interest in the exercises, and oondueted themselvea with 
propriety. 

These have been divided into dassep, as follows: 
4 Bible dasser, 
1 class in arithmetic, 
I <^ ** Sanders' Third Reader, 
1 " •« « Second « 
1 " « Spelling. 

The members of this last mentioned dass, commenced with the first 
rudiments of our hinguage, about one year Bince, and are now able to 
spell w^rds of two syllables, which shows that they are di|ll echolaia; 
still, they desire to learn; and if they could be instructed an hour 
each day, in place of one hour each Sabbath, I have no doubt but they 
would show themselves more apt to learn than they now da 

We have felt the nooeasity of having free men to act as teachers in 
the School; and have tried to enlist a sufSdent number to teadi each 
dass; but have only succeeded in securing the services of four, and at 
present have only three. 

It is our intention to keep trying, until we shall succeed in finding 
the desired number; and thus place every conriet, who attends the 
school under the direct influence of a free man; and one whose moral 
influence will make a good and abiding impression upon their minds 
and hearts. 

By this means our Sabbath School will be much more intersatingy 
an4 useful, and cause less trouble to those of us who superintend, and 
maintain order in the School. 

We have had religious ezerdseB every Sabbath, at 10 o'doek A. Mt 
except in three instances, when our Chapel was so wet, in consequence 
of a leaky roof, that we were unable to use it 

The convicts have generally manifested a willingness to attend, and 
the greater part have appeared interested in the exercises. 

To what extent these exercises have operated as a means of real and 
permanent good, I am not able to determine; but I am persuaded they 
have not been without their influence and efiecti as a part of the disd- 
pline of the Prison; and in some instances, I trust, desires for good 
have been implanted, and purposes of reform inspired. 
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In the female depertment we }iave had our religious exeroiMS Ib the 
afternoon of the Sabbath, and with results similar to those already sta- 
ted ; and I am well convinced that our only hope for the reformalioa 
and salfaUon of this class of persons, is in the use of religious and 
moral influences, attended with the energies of the Spirit of God. 

Physical suffering or the fear of it, as a penalty for crime, may serve 
to keep the baser passions in check, but will never subdue them ; while 
the gospel of Christ is the power of God unto salvation, to every one 
that believeth ; and possesses an efSciency to subdue the base passions 
of fallen human nature, and implant pure desires and virtuous princi- 
ples ; thereby changing the moral nature of man, and constituting him 
a new creature in Christ Jesus. 

With these convictions, I have aimed to prosecute my appropriate 
work, striving to present the truths of the gospel in a plain and impres- 
sive manner; and I believe I have had the sympathy of the Agent; 
while he has invariably sustained me in my efforts, and manifested a 
desire for my success ; for which he has my sincere thanks and best 
wishes. 

All the officers of the Prison have treated me with marked kindness, 
and have rendered me what assistance they could in prosecuting my 
duties, for which they have my thanks and good will. 

On the whole^ the past year has passed with me very pleasantly, and 
I have not seen cause to regret that I accepted this appointment at your 
hands; but I do regret that I have done so little, and had no more suc- 
cess in my field of labor; but my purpose is, with Gkni's help, to be 
more faithful the balance of the time I may serve in this capacity ; and 
I cherish the hope that if it falls to my lot to make the next annual 
report, as Chaplain of this Prison, I shall be able to present a more fa- 
vorable account than the present report contains. 

In conclusion, I thank you sincerely, gentlemen, for your fcHrbearance- 

and courtesy, and the kindness with which you. have invariably treated 

me ; and I sincerely hope I shall never betray the confidence you have 

reposed in me, or cause you to regret having placed me in this highly 

responsible station.

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PHYSICIAN'S KEPORT. 



To the Inspectors of the Michigan State Prison: 

Oentlembn — ^The] past year has been a aeaeon of unprecedented 
sickness in the Prison, and as a conseqnence a proportionate increase in 
the expenses of the Hospital department, and multiplication of our du- 
ties as guardian of the health of the institution. 

The particular months characteristized by the greatest amount of dis- 
ease, were January and February, July and August. The peculiar dis- 
ease of the winter months was endemic ; of the summer, epidemic. The 
former was local in its influence, and manifestly tracable to local causes. 
The latter had its origin beyond the walls of the Prison, and in which 
not only the Prison, but the pity and adjacent country were alike impli- 
cated. 

The winter disease was peculiarly formidable, and it is exceedingly 
mortifying to contemplate the fact^ that,. with proper means of ventila- 
tion, its destructive visitation might have been avoided. Judicious hy- 
geinic regulations are able at least to modify, if not sufficient to prevent 
epidemic visitations. But endemic diseases, having their origin in some 
direct infraction of (he laws of healtlf, are manifestiy susceptible of pre- 
Tention. 

It is generally acknowledged that the system of penitentiary punish- 
ment and discipline, as practised among the more enlightened and civil- 
ized nations of the earth, at the present day, has its origin in oonsidera- 
tions of humanity and justice. 

Deprivation of liberty, with all other just and proper restraints, neces- 
sary concomitants of imprisonment, are, at this age, deemed amply suf- 
ficent to punish the offender and protect the public, without attaching 
any such refinement of cruelty and barbarism as must result from 

granting him an insufficient supply of healthy atmospheric air. '

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It WM a mort trutfafiil romark mad« by Dr. J. W. Haniilloii, of Go- 
hnnbiiB) Ohio, in his report to the direetora of the Ohio penitentiafy in 
1866, in regard to the treatment of the prisoner, that '* Diet him u you 
will; clothe him as you may; work him ever so gently; treat him.eyer 
•0 kindly, and you make no approximation whatever to a compensation 
for a deficient supply of Heaven's richest, freest bounty, good air/^ *<Let 
the hygeinic regulation of the establishment be in other respects the 
▼ery best that human ingennity can devise, i^ still our prisoners will 
be pale, feeble, tender — liable to frequent and severe attacks of illness— 
poorly fitted to withstand what to a vigorous system, would be com- 
paratively trifling." 

The west wiog of our Prison (and which is at present the Prison 
proper,) now occupied nightly by nearly 400 men, is 220 feet long, 50 
feet widej and 40 feet high, has a capacity of 440,000 cubic feet Its 
central area is occupied by a double range of cells, 328 in number, ex- 
tendieg a solid, compact masonry, from the floor to the ceiling. This 
lessens the absolute capacity of the interior to about 250,000 cubic feet- 
This allows to each individual about 750 cubic feet of air for twelve 
bouts use. 

It is a well established physiological fact that at least 10 cubic feet 
per minute of pure air, is needed to each individual for efficient and 
healthful rarification. You will observe that, without renewal of the 
supply, this gives to this body of men barely sufficient- atmospheric air 
to supply them one hour and a quarter. This is a most wretched sup- 
ply, when you take into the account that there is no provision whatever 
for renewal of healthful air-^oo means for disposal of the impovished 
element — at least nothing designed as such, for in truth all that me- 
ehanical art could do^ without absolutely designing it, has been done to 
counteract this. Each cell is about 7 feet deep, 6 feet high and 4 feet 
wide. Capacity about 170 cubic feet. This, without renewal, would 
supply a pair of healthy lungs with pure air 17 minutes. It would 
then become rapidly poisonous. 

It was the original design in the construction of the (»U% to provide 
means of efficient ventilation. VentUaiing flues had, as the work pro- 
gressed, been carried* up, in the middle wall, from each cell, evidently 
intended to communicate with the external air. This would have pro- 
dded ample and efficient means for the escape of a large portion of the 
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fgrnsmu Matimwt of hnaMBity lutd a voieo is thii; Mid ^wty oon- 
ttctomftkm of jnaCioe^ truth and imMikood, domattdod thai die origMl 
Mga fthoald hate bMa ooasitiMiMitod. 

The State Bttiidlog €oiimiiB8ioDer, however, Mr. Jonas H» Titiw» in 
the ploiitiido of his ooaoBit, in direct oonflict with the dkeotion of the 
InqpectoT% and the adTioe and earnest solioitalieBS of the AgSBt, and, 
in shorty the entire body of oflkials connected with the ]ii8titatkm» 
OBDXRBD the TLuxs dossd ttjs and the upper ranges of cells finished 
without n^gard to previous designs. 

This, of course^ ^footnally nullified all that had been done during A 
term of yean for the aooomplishment of that object 

Now, what was the eonsequenoe ? It is evident that during mild 
weather, this unfortunate state of things may be remedied by dro|^ing 
the window sashes; but the latter part of December and the entiie 
month of January last, were extremely cold; 0(Hitinuoua)y so; both 
day and night Every efficient means of heat were industriously 
brought into requisitioii to produce sufficient wamUhf a^d every aveaye 
carefully dosed i^nst the admiisioa of coM. 

The air thus heated was greatly rarified. Three hundred and fiftj^ 
pairs of lungs were abstracting its oxygen, and giving back, in the 
aqueous exhalations from the lungs and the surfiu)e, a compensatory 
return of poiionous carbonic acid gas. This, with other deleterious 
gaases, added to the amoimt of excrementitious material constantly 
eliaenated from a thousand avenuee and emnnctories of the animal 
body, contributed to render the air of the cells unfit for respiration. 
The efiects were soon apparent; patients multiplied rapidly. They 
complained of peculiar and anomalous symptoms. Some were ex- 
ceedingly diazy; complained of a sensatien of MIness of blood in the 
bead, with coldness of the extremities, great feebleness, want of ordinaiy 
muscular power, leas of appetite, inaUlity to sleep, difficulty of breath- 
ing — particularly in their cells. 

Some were obliged, in the dead of night, to leave their bunh$, 
crawl to the cell doors, crowd their faces as far as possible between the 
bars of the grated door, and make eflbrts to obtain sufficient fresh.air 
to enable them to breathe freely«

Eyeij efScient means of treatment were piom{>tly and fiutbfallj re* 
sorted to, to ooatrol it; yet, atx died. The remainiDg fifty-four eventu- 
ally recovered ; and yet, not entirely; for moat ef them have been in 
io^perfect health unce. Some that have sinee died of other diseases, 
had iy[^patently suffered so great a dimuniticm of vital energy, at this 
time, as never to have fully recovered their wonted health. 

This is the Endemic Disease to which I have referred ; a disease 
having its origin here, plainly and distinctly traceable, to a wanton care- 
leasmss and culpable disregard of the laws of lifo and health; an act 
which should, in my judgment, be as much eonsidaiipd an indiciakiU 
{^ence^ as for the switdiman ot engineer of a railway train to M to do 
hie duty. 

I feel that it is due to myself as well as the anfortoiiate men under 
my caie, that I should thus urgently preas this matter upon your con- 
sideiatien. I am ocmiident that when fully presented, you will appie* 
ciato the necessity of doing all in yonr power, eonstttent with the meaafl 
at your disposal, to remedy the evil as promptly and efficiently as poan- 
ble. 

The oceopanta of the third and fourth galleries si^Ebred most, and oft 
or mar/^ ali the fatal oases, were young men, and ixoxfo. those upper 
nttgesof ceils. 

In legttd to xemedyii^ this matter it has been suggested that open- 
ings through the ceiling and roof might be made similar to the ventila- 
ting floes in railway cars. Although thiB, to a limited extent, m^ht 
iminoTe the ventilation of the main building, it of course could do but 
little, in facilitating the requisite change in the air of the interior of the 
cellB. I would suggest that, although in the present state of the build- 
ing it cannot be accomplished without great expense, it would stUl, in 
the end, prove *the wiser course, to carry out the original design.

The female Prison hMiizteen Iraiftfeai. Tbej have ndShred but ttHe 
ftmn sickDees, and were entMjr exempt frcNBi the iofluenoe of the flital 
disease that laid upon the nxk bed so many from the main Prison. It 
is atliiiil tine under the matronly supervision of Mrs. Bunker, who very 
kindly and faithfully discharges her duties to all under her eare* 

This department has suffered ab almost irreparable loss in Ae death 
of Mrs. Elliott, the former Matron — a lady whose honest, faithful heart, 
quiet, dignified deportment, added to a just and high appreciation of 
the importance oi the duties entrusted to her charge, eminently fitted 
her for the place she filled with so much credit to herself and honor to 
her sex. 

There are twenty-one life convicts in the Solitary Prison. Their iso- 
lation from the world appears to give them remarkable immunity from 
disease. There Ifas been but one death and that from suicide. 

A most remarkable case occurred here. One of the murderers of 
young Estabrook, near Coldwater, named White, was taken ill with a 
fever. He refused all medical attention, claimed that he was about to 
"iie, and was evideiitly determined that he should. He was- visited fre- 
quently and repeatedly urged to use medicine or food. He constandy 
and faithfully persisted in a denial of all assistance from either for twen- 
ty-seven days and six hours, when he finally consented to use a little 
gniel. He recovered in spite of himself and no thanks to the Doctor. 

The Stewardship of the Hospital has been discharged by Samuel 
P* Hart, whose faithful untiring devotion to the discharge of the im- 
portant duties entrusted to *him, has, although a convict, entitled him, in 
my judgment, to favorable mention.

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REPORT OF BUILDING COMMISSIONER. 



To the Inspectors of Michigan State Prison: 

Gbxtlemsn: At the time of my last Annual Report, Nov. 30tb, 
1856, there was cash in my hands to the amount of twelve hundred 
and nine dollars and seventy cents ; there was also not yet drawn from 
the State Treasury, three thousand dollars of the appropriation made for 
building purposes in 1855. 

In January, .1657, an appropriation of thirty-two thousand dollars 
was made "for completing the east wing and for constructing one hun- 
dred and sixty-four ceUs therein, for enlarging the mess-room^ for 
building additional workshops, and for repairing the Agent's house, and 
putting up a fence in front of the entire Prison, and such other repairs 
as the Inspectors of the Prison might think necessary." 

During the past year I have been engaged on certain portions of this 
work which was deemed necessary to be completed first, as will be more 
fully set forth in another portion of this Report 

The following is a statement of the receipts and expenditures during 

the prosecution of the work for the past year, ending Nov. 30th, 1857:

I hare built, the past season, the east wing of the Prison, and nearly 
completed forty cells therein — also completed two ranges of work-shops. 

The east wing is built after the original plan and is two hundred and 
fifteen feet long, fifty seven feet wide, and of the same height of the 
west wing, and is constructed of stone. The front wall is built of finely 
dressed stone, rusticated; the rear wall, of hammer dressed, and the 
end wall, crandelled work. It is four feet thick at ttie foundation, and 
two feet thick at the top, battered upon the inside. The walls were 
well grouted, and firmly bound together with strong anchors. Wronght- 
iron window-grates were put in the windows instead of the cast iron 
ones that had been ordered by the former Commissioner. The loof is K 
flat suspension roof, supported from the under side, every twelve feet the 
entire length of the roof, by trusses and trees made of inch and a qnartet 
Lake Superior round. iron. The main beann are laki twelve feet apait, 
and rest upon the wall at each end ; the «nd of each bnum is fitted with a 
heavy cast-iron cap, through which passes these rodn ,^ cables; under 
jdie beams are-iron trees, two feet long, flMtened to the beams and also 
resting on the rods. These rods are fitted with '"uuts," so that they

indkaitimi of leaking. I have every reason to believe that this cement 
roofing will prove a good and desirable roof. 

Forty oella of the satne dimensions as those of the weat wing are in 
process of oonstructioiH and will be ready for use about the 1st of Feb- 
ruary, the lemaining one hundred and twenty cells together with the 
mess roonii fence, and other repairs about the main building, for whiish 
appropriations were made, without doubt will be completed the coming 
year. 

There has been built two ranges of work shops; the first range is 
two hundred and ninety feet long^ tbrty*two feet wide, two stories high. 
The first story is thirteen feet high, and the second story is eleven feet 
high. The second range is one hundred add twenty feet long, forty- 
two feet wide, and one story of fourteen feet in height Also there haa 
been built an engine and boiler room, forty one by forty-three feet, one 
story high, and a chimney eighty feet high. These buildings were all 
built of brick, well grouted, and will ^ stand the influence of a steam* 
engine, and the running of machinery, without trembling." 

The roofs are covered with shingles and are self-supporting trusa^ 
roofs, made from plans designed by Mr. Stewart, the architect, and are- 
without doubt superior to any other, for making a strong and substan- 
tial roof. 

These shops are by far the best in the Prison yard, and are better,, 
stronger and more substantial than the work shops of any of the Pris- 
ons of New York, Ohio or Wisconsin. 

I cannot close this report without bearing testimony to the fi(ithfu> 
manner in which ^r. J, Stewart, the architect, M. B. Richardson, master 
mason, and A. Cockbum, stone cutter, have superintended the various de^ 
partments of labor entrusted to their care. No mistake of consequence 
has been made — no accident has occurred. All the work has progressed 
smoothly yet rapidly, and a larger amount of work has been done and.

RULES 

For the Government of the Michigan State Frisouj Revised and' 

Adopted January 7, 18fi8. 



DUTIES OF THE AGENT. 

RULB I. 

It shall be the daty of the Agant to attxtfid coostaotly at the Ptifton, 
except when his ofScial duties require him to be absent ; and he is to 
see that all rules, regulations and penalties which may be adopted by 
che Inspectors, ave strictly observed and enforced. 

RULE XT. 

It shall be the duty of the Agent to see t^at every oonyict is strictiy 
oottftned within the Prison walls, and that no convict go out of the 
Prison walh, eiospt under the charge of an ofB^r: Pnmdedy That the 
Agents house ehaH be deemed a part of the Prison, within the meaning 
of this mle. Alt convicts whose kbor is not required in Uie strict Inti- 
mate service of the State, shaU he kept at available labor on contiftct 

RTTLV tn. 

The Agent shall immediately suspend any Assistant Keeper or guard 
&>in dnty who shall communicate with convicts, either in the night or 
day time, except upon iHtritimate subjects of his duty, or shall in any 
manner violate any rule of the Prison. 

KVLX iv. 

It shall be the dnty of the Agent to investigate ^ infractions of rules 
^ the part of convicts, which may oome to his knowledge ; prescribe the 
panishment for each ofibnoe, and require the Deputy Keeper, or in case- 
of his absence or disability^ snch other officer as he may designate, to- 
ii^ict the same. 
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KUUB y. 

It shall be the duty of the Agent to have prepared, verified and laid 
before the Board of Inspectors^ a monthly and an annual financial 
statement of the receipts, expenditures, accounts and financial conditioii 
of the Prison, in the form, and containiDg the information prescribed in 
the rules relating to the Clerk. He shall also prepare and lay before ihe 
Board an Annual Report gi^iog & summary statement of all the im- 
{>ortant transactions of the Prison duriDg the year, and its condition at 
the end of the year — ^including the number of convicts, how they have 
been employed, and such other information as has been usual, and such, 
suggestions and additional information as he may deem proper. He 
shall also prepare and present to the Board annually, duly verified, an 
inventory of the personal property, goods and materials on hand at the 
Prison, belonging to the State, with valuations of the articles, so classi- 
fied and arranged as to be easily compared with like inventories of 
previous years. 

DUTIES OF THE DEPUTY KEEPER. 

RXJIX I. 

It shall be the duty of the Deputy Keeper to be in constant attend- 
ance at the Prison, and under the direction of the Agent, to see that 
the rules and regulations are enforced and complied with, and to aid the 
Agent in enforcing a strict and wholesome discipliae, amd to note in his 
journal any vioUdion of the rules and regokUoos of the Prisoi^, as re- 
quired by section 15 of chapter 172 of ihe Revised Statutes. 

BULK II. 

fie shall frequently examine, or cause to be examined, the cells, and 
locks and doors thereo;^ to see that they are in good order, and not 
injured, and to cause all improper instruments and articles to be re- 
moved therefrom. He shall cause the upper tier of cells to be exam- 
ined daily. 

RULE III. 

He should be constantly moving about the establishmenty visiting 
frequently but irregularly and without notice, the kitchen, hospital, 
workshops and all departments of the Prison. 
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BRUItT. 

•He diall fitopeet the arms and equipments of the wall goards at least 
ooee a iraek, aad report any officer who may be found deficient in the 
required amount of ammnnitioD, or whose guns or equipments are not 
in Older. He shall inspect all the arms and equipments not in daily 
use, as often a^onoe in each month. 

RULE y. 

He shall be present and preside at the meals of the prisoners, unless 
his f lace be taken by the Agent or one of the Assistant Keepers. 

DUTIES OF THE CLERK. 

The Clerk shall act as an A-Ssistant to the Agent in the discharge of 
his financial duties. 

It shall be his duty to attend daily, during proper business hours, at 
the Prison. 

He shall keep all accounts of the financial transactions of the Prison, 
and shall register all convicts, when received, and enter their discharge 
when released from Prison. 

He shall act as Clerk of the Board of Inspectors, and record the miQr 
utes of their proceedings^ and shall dp such other writing as shall rea- 
sonably be required of him by the Inspectors or Agent, rdating to the 
Prison. 

He shall have the care and custody of all the books and papers of 
the Prison. 

He shall keep tihe accounts of the Prison, and prepare monthly state* 
ments of the receipts ^nd. expenditures thereof^ in c laaqes, as heret<^re 
practised, which shall be verified by the affidavit thereto ^ the Cleric 
and Agent, and laid before the. Board of Inspectors at their monthly 
meetings, in which the following information shall be stated ix^ addition 
to that heretofore given, to wit : 

Ist. The earnings of convicts during the month, under each contract. 

2d. The total amount due from and charged to each contractor, ex- 
clusive of ofi^tts tot allowed and oedited, 

3d. At the end of each quarter he shall state, with the monthly ac- 
count, a list or schedule of the several officers of the prison, giving their 
names and the respective amounts and aggregate amount of . Uieir sala~ 
ries during the quarter. 
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4Ul He tliall a1k> state with tiie 0000U1I7 sooounti tt the end of 
each quarter, a list of the guards, ginog their rmpim and Aereia) 
amounts and the aggregate amounUi of their wcgea duriig the quarter. 

At the end of each fiscal year the Clerk shall prepare an abstract 
of the several classes of receipts and expenditures during the year, to 
which he shall add the foregoing classes of accounts* and also a state- 
ment of the aggregate amount due from the Prison at the end of the 
year. 

DUTIES OF THE ASSISTANT KEEPERa 

BUXX X. 

It shall be the duty of the Assistant Keepers to attend constanly at 
the Prison; to lock up and unlock the convicts; to see that good order 
is preserved wherever their duty calls them; to allow no person to speak 
to the convicts in their presence without permission, and to hold no 
conversation with the convicts, except what is necessary in performing 
their dutiee. 

RULB II. 

It flhall be the duty of the Assistant Keepers^ when on duty in the 
worlffihops, to preserve order, and not to allow the convicts to leave the 
jdaoe where Ihey are put to work, or the work they are set to do, 
without their permission. 

They shall keep the convicts, under their charge, at work diligently^ 
fidthfuUy and silently, and shall not allow them to speak to each other, 
or to any person not connected with the Institution^ without their per- 
misBion. Th^ must not allow any contractor, or their foreman, to 
speak to the convieta, except in rehtlon to their work. 

RTTLS lit. 

It shall be the duty of the Asssistant Keepers, at all times, to rep(»t 
to the Deputy Keeper eadi day, any and all infractions of the rules^ 
disobedience of orders, and any act of insubordinAtion on the part of 
the convicts. ^ 

RULB lY. 

It ahi^ be the doty of the Assistant Keepers having chaige of the 
convicts while marehing to and from their meals, to require them 
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to mareh in the lock step, mUh dose ranki, and not to permit 
any oonvict to leave the Tanks, while mardiing, or to go to the shops 
or Prison in advance of his company. 

BULK V. 

* 
It shall be the datj of an Assistant Keeper, under the direction of 
the Agent or Deputy Keeper, to weigh out Hie daUy rations, and to 
render an account of the same to the Clerk of the Prison. 

BULB VI. 

It shall be the duty of the Assistant Keeper, who attends the gatei 
to examine closely any and all vehicles and aitieles that may be taken 
from the yard, and to detain any such that he may suspect, until directed 
by the Agent or Deputy Keeper, to aUow such vehicle or article to pass. 
Said Assistant Keeper shall remain on the outside of the gate at all 
times when the convicts are not confined within the Prison walla. He 
ihall obey strictly all instructions that may be given him in allowing 
persons to enter and leave the yard, and he shall not permit a convict, 
under any pretence, to go out of the gate, without the express consent 
sod direbtion of the Agent or D^uty Keeper, stating also the name of 
Mehconviot. 

nULE VII. 

The Assistant Keepers shall not punish oonvicts for disobedience of 
orders or breach of discij^ine ; but in all such cases the Keepers shall 
iep(^ the same to the Agent or Deputy Keeper. But if a convict use 
or offer personal viqielioe to a Keeper, ha may deftod himself and use 
^ the means which he may de^npi necessary and proper to enforce obe- 
dience, at all hazards^ even at the sacrifice of life, until the offending 
convict is taken to his cell. 

DUTIES OF THE eUARDS.

RULK I. 

It shall be the duty of the guards, at all times, to be ready to attend 
to any duty required of them by the Agent or Deputy Keeper; and

He shall have charge of the Prison Library, and see to the distribu- 
tion of the books among the convicts, and their return again at stated 
periods, and keep a record thereof.

He shall inquire into and state in his annuid report to the Inspectors, 
information upon the following subjected to-wit : 

1st The number of convicts bom in each Stato and country, as near 
as he can ascertain the same. 

2d. The number who have had an academic or classical eduoation. 

3d. The number who can read and write. 

4th. The number who ean read only. 

6th. The oomber who can aeither read 9or wiiie. 

6th. The number whose parents both died when they were under 18 
years of age. 

7th. The number who lost their father only, before they were 18 
years of age. 

8th. The number who lost their mother only, before they were 18 
years of age. 

Lastly. The number who had been previously convicted or guilty of 
crimes or offences, as near as can he ascertain the same. 

He shall also keep in a book, substantially bound, a record of all such 
Information, stating the name, birth-place, education, orphanage, previous 
offences, d»^, of each convict, with such other information as he may 
deem useful and proper.

All offieen of the Priion should observe and think mudif tod talk 
but little; and no convenation shouM be held by the offioen, oontran- 
tofB» visitony or any other persons^ within any of the Prisons, workshops, 
or Prison walb, except in a low tone of voice.

The offieers while on duty, should be sedate, sober, quiet, eonstaBtiy 
vigilant, and thoughtful, in relation to their duties, should refrain froni 
laughter and all levity, and hold no conversation with each other, or 
with convicts, oontrsctors, their agents or foreman, except such as may 
refer to the discharge of th^r immediate duties. Nor shall they con- 
yeise with visitors^ in the hearing of convicts; nor allow any conversa- 
tion with the convicts, or in the hearing of convicts, except what may 
be necessary in relation to the immediate work, duties, or wants of such 
convicts. Nor shall they be allowed to point out any convict to the 
gaase of a visitor. Nor shall they be engaged in reading or writing 
other than making necessary entries, or in any other employment cal- 
culated to interfere with constant watchfulness and vigilance. 

BULX Z. 

No officer shall say anything in respect to the police of the Prison 
in the presence of a convict, or convicts, except to direct such convict 
in the discharge of his duty, or to admonish him for misconduct. 

BULK XI. 

No newspaper or other periodical, shall be carried by any officer or 
person, into any of the Prison workshops, or within the walls of the 
Prison yard, nor shall any such newspaper or other periodical, or any 
part thereof, be read or repeated, or the contents thereof stated therein. 

BULB XIL 

The officers of the Prison, in their intercourse, should treat each 
other with that mutual respect and kindness that become gentlemen 
and friends; they should avoid all provoking witticisms and sarcssms, 
and all coULIw. a:: ! j rJouciea among themselves; aad are strictly for- 
bidden to treat each other with disrespect, or to use any ungentlemanly 
or pro6ne language. They are enjoined mutually to sustain and sup* 
port each other, to conduct themselves with strict propriety, and to eo,.

DUTIES OF THE CONVICTS, AND PROHIBITIONS TO 

WHICH THEY ARE SUBJECT.

The oonficts are required to labor faithfully, silently and diligently; 
to eonduct themselves soberly; to avoid all laughter and unneoeseary 
noise; and to preserve entire silenoe at all times, except when it maybe 
necessary to speak in relation lo their work or their wafits; and in all 
such oases to speak in a low voice, and in a respectful manner. They 
ahall obey all orders promptly, and shall not be allowed to make a neg- 
ative reply, or any excuse whatever. 

BULS II. 

They are prohibited from communicating to or with each other, by- 
words, writing, looks, winks or signs of any kind, except so far as may 
be neceesaty, in relation to their work, and then only by permission of 
their Keeper. 

BULK III. 

Convicts are not allowed under any pretence, to speak to any person 
or persons not belonging to the Prison, nor to receive from any pers<»i, 
any letter, paper, tobacco, or anything whatever. They are not to leave 
the place where they are put to work, nor the work they are set to do^ 
without the special permission of the officer in charge. Nor shall any 
convict be allowed to receive or transmit any letter or paper, except un- 
der the inspection of the Agent, the Deputy Keeper, or Chaplain. 

BUUB IV. 

Every convict is prohibited from injuring, either wilfully or carelessly,^ 
his. work, tools, wearing apparel, bedding, or any books or things be- 
longing to the State, or to the Prison, or to a contractor or officer of the 
Prison.

No convict shall be allowed to subscribe for or receive any newspa- 
per, or periodica], and they shall be allowed only such reading matter, 
with the exception of the Bible, as may be furnished them by the 
Chaplain, from the Prison Library.

Every oonvict shall wash himself faithfully, and preserve cleanliness 
in every respect in his person, his clothing, and bedding, as ^sr as prac* 
ticable ; and no one shall be permitted to sleep with his clothes on.

Any willful violation of any of the foregoing rules and regulations 
'by any convict, will sutjeet the offender to

attempt to escape, making any preparation to escape, or the mana&o-

In accordance with a statute of this State every convict sentenced for 
one or more years, will be entitled to a deduction from his term of ser- 
vice for good behavior and observance of the rules as follows, to wit: 

Every convict who shall have been sentenced for a term of years, shall 
be entitled to a deduction of one day per month from his sentence for 
each month he shall continue to obey all the rules of the Prison, for the 
period of one year from the passage of this act 

All such convicts who shall have been entitled to a deduction of one 
day per month, according to the provisions of the foregoing section, shall, 
for a like faithful observance of all the rules for the second year, be enti- 
tled to a deduction of two days per month, and if any convict shall con- 
tinae hb good deportment for the remainder of the time of his sentence 
after the expiration of two years, he shall be entitled to a deduction of 
four days per mcmth until! his time shall expire.

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ANNUAL REPORT of the Trustees of the Mich- 
igan Asylum for the Insane, for the year 1867. 

To JSU Mmllency^ Kinsley S. Bingham, Governor of the 
State of Michigcm : 

The necessity which first iJemanded the erection of an 
asylnm for the insane in this State is yearly becoming more and 
more urgent. The causes which produce this most afflicting of 
all diseases are in continuous and uniform operation, and the 
number of insane in the State at the time the subject first re- 
ceived Legislative attention, is already more than doubled. 
This fact is shown by the statistics already presented; but 
even without these, from the very nature of the disease, no 
other result could have been expected. Cases of spontaneous 
restoration from mental alienation, all authors who have writ- 
ten upon the suligect unite in saying, are, even under the 
most favorable circumstances, extremely rare. Little hope of 
effecting a cure can be indulged .without the conveniences and 
appliances of a special institution, and even with these, it is 
absolutely essential to successful treatment, that they be re- 
sorted to in the earliest stages of the disease. 

1 
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A few of the insane of this State, whote pecuniary circum- 
stances would permit, have been able to secure admission 
into the asylums of neighboring States; but the larger nuna- 
ber, those in whom the disease is associated with poverty and 
want, — a class for whom the institution was especially in- 
tended, — ^have of necessity been cut off from every remedial 
means. Many are rambling about, a source of anxiety to 
their friends and of danger to the community. Others are in 
county poor-houses, places universally conceded to be, in 
every respect, wholly unfit for their reception; where, aside 
from the fact that no means of medical or moral treatment 
can be brought to bear upon the disease, it is almost impos- 
sible to secure for them even the physical comforts of life. 
And others, again, — a disgraceftil fact to be recorded in these 
days of civilization, and extended and enlightened philan- 
thropy, — are in our jails^ in chains and cells, in just the same 
condition in which they were found when the very first effort 
was made to ameliorate their condition. 

Humanity forbids that such a state of things should longer 
continue. It surely shows a want of gratitude to the God ' 
who gav^ us reason and the blessings inseparable from its 
possession, thus to neglect 9ur fellow-man; not only denying 
him the means of cure, but in the hour of his deepest affliction 
to load him with chains, make him the inmate of a prison, 
and the associate of felons. 

The interests of the State forbid it. Economy, to say 
nothing of higher motives, requires that we should hasten to 
provide the means of cure for this disease. To neglect doing 
80, is consigning those laboring under it, to hopeless and 
helpless incurability, entails upon their families a burthen of 
immeasurable sorrow, and throws upon the public the ex- 
pense of their life-long support. 

As tbere is no classification of expenses in our jails and 
poor-houses, It is impossible to ascertain the cost of support- 
ing the insane, but we have data sufficient to show that the 
annual lunacy-tax of this State is not far from ($30,000) 
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thirty-thousand dollars. With a large number of insane 
constatitiy sinking into incm^ability, this sum, large as it is, 
is rapidly increasing. 

These remarks are premised, not upon the observation of 
the Board of Trustees alone, but upon direct communica- 
tions from county officers, from the friends of numerous in- 
sane persons, and the representations of intelligent citizens, 
whose position or inclinations have led them to an investiga- 
tion of the subject. They are convinced of the urgent ne- 
cessity of e;xtending, as early as possible, the means of allevi, 
ating the evils and sorrows associated with this fearful and 
rapidly increasing disease which is desolating so many 
homes, and calling so loudly for public sympathy and relief. 
In the discharge of the duty which this conviction imposes, 
they earnestly recommend the passage of an act of organi- 
zation for the government and management of thelnstitu- 
tntion, and an appropriation sufficient to finish and furnisk 
the portions already erected, for the immediate reception of 
patients. The Board are fully aware of the present financial 
embarrassment of the State, but cannot feel themselves at 
liberty to defer calling attention to the matter. 

When the present Board of Trustees assumed the charge of 
the institution, tibey found the cefitre buildings erected, roofed 
and slated. The two-story portions of the south wing were 
built up and ready for rooting. The walls of the first transverse 
wing had been carried up as high as the second floor, and the 
second transvense wing was ready for slating. During the 
year, the work of construction has been carried on as rapidly 
as the extent of the appropriation would allow. The extreme 
portion of the south wing has been plastered, glazed and par- 
tially floored ; joists have been laid throughout the entire 
wing; the walls of the second transverse wing have been car- 
ried up, and the work of roofing and slating upon the whole 
wing completed. The cupolas have also been put up, tinned 
and put in connection with the foul-air ducts. Stairways 
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have been eirectod in the extreme wing, npon the second and 
third floors, and in the attic of the centre building. 

In all the work that has been done, and in all purchases 
made, special and careful attention has been given to dura- 
bility and economy. In the annexed report of Mr. Montague, 
who has personally superintended the work, will be found a 
complete statement of the receipts and disburs^nents for the 
year :

To complete the portion of the institntion now erected, iiir- 

nish it and prepare it for the reception of patients ; to pro- 
vide the necessary apparatus for warming, tanks, bathing 
and culinary fixtures ; to construct sewers ; to build a laun- 
dry, a bam, fences, and make other arrangements and appli- 
ances, absolutely essential to the operation of the institution, 
will require an appropriation of (J80,000) thirty thousand 
dollars. 

The Board of Trustees are fully aware that in the fui> 
ther construction of the building, they will be greatly incon- 
venienced by the presence of the patients and their attend- 
ants; and on the other hand, that the labor and anxiety 
of all in any way connected with the care of the inmates,, 
will be likewise materially increased; but entrusted, not with 
the simple matter of building alone, but with the higher 
interests of those for whom the Asylum was established, 
they feel that they cannot consistently with their duty 
recommend any other course. In asking for an appropria- 
tion to enable them to open at once a part of the Institution 
for the reception of patients, they are only Influenced by a 
sense of duty. Their interest is held in common with every 
citizen of the State, and in making this appeal for legislative 
co-operation and assistance, they are acting in obedience to 
the dictates of a common humanity, and in the promotion of 
a common good.
